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LEPROSY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

That there is great need of an early completion of the 
plans to isolate the lepers will not be doubted in the 
light of the following editorial, which we take from The 
Manila Freedom and which we trust is somewhat over- 
drawn: 

“It is no uncommon sight in Manila, and more com- 
monly so in the provinces, to meet and come in contact 
almost daily with persons afflicted with the disease of 
leprosy. There can be seen often or some of the princi- 
pal thoroughfares of the city persons bearing unmistak- 
able indications of this dread disease and they seem to 
be permitted to do quite as they like. 

“Aside from any danger which might actually be in- 
curred by the public from the presence of lepers in public 
p.aces, it is certainly not a pleasant thing to contem- 
plate. Down where the native element is wont to gather 
mornings, around the doors of one of the churches, can be 
seen frequently a woman of the lower and poorer class, 
well along in years and face so swoilen and marked by 
the disease that the sight is both pitiful and revolting. 
It is not to be said whether such cases are an actual 
menace to the general health, or whether the spreading of 
the disease is encouraged by permitting it to walk unpre- 
vented through the land, but many there are, who, while 
naving no feeling but of pity for the unfortunates, would 
feel much easier were the cases of this disease isolated 
as rapidly as possible.”

Surgeon General Sternberg brings home from the Phil- 
ippines a very hopeful opinion of the health conditions 
there. There is comparatively little malarial fever in 
the lowlands, it is somewhat more prevalent on the high- 
er levels, but the mountain summits are, as a rule, quite 
healthful. Typhoid is not so prevalent as in most parts 
of the United States or as it was in camps in this coun- 
try in the Spanish-American War. Pure water and the 
providing of suitable barracks will lessen it. Pulmonary 
consumption is quite prevalent in the Philippines and 
some of our soldiers have been sent home for treatment 
at the sanitarium at Fort Barrett, N. M. Three sol- 
diers have had the plague, but no extension of the disease 
is anticipated. Supplies were abundant, and the hospi- 
tals were found in excellent condition, including those 
built by the Spaniards, which are well located and well 
adapted to the climate. The convalescent hospital at 
Corregidor Island will probably be enlarged. The ques- 
tion of locating a sanitarium in the mountain district of 
enguet depends upon the completion of a road now 
pe Bey which will be completed in about five or 
six mon . 


SOME DATA ABOUT PANAY. 

Next to Manila, a bulletin of the Insular Bureau 
places Iloilo City, Island of Panay, the most northwest- 
ern of the Visayan group. Iloilo Province is the most 
important of the three provinces in the island, in which 
there are 152 towns, ranging in population from 
2,000 to 26,000, and 498 villages. Iloilo city, capi- 
tal of the province, is a port of entry, the headquar- 
ters of the United States Military Department of the 
Visayas, and a telegraph station. Vessels drawing fifteen 
feet can reach the city by river at all times, and have 
protection against storms. The exports consist of to- 

, rice, coffee, hides and hemp. On the grazing lands 
large numbers of cattle are raised. The horses of Iloilo 
are highly prized throughout the Archipelago. The for- 
ests contain many varieties of valuable woods. The 
province most ce.cvrated for the value of its forest prod- 
uts is Capiz, where nearly ninety varieties off woods 
are found. Quicksilver and copper ore are . 
Large beds of iron ore are known to exist in the 
mountains, and gold is being worked in _ sev- 
eral places. There are indications of coal or lignite in 
several localities. Fine marbles and a beautiful variety 
of tonalite equal to that found on the borders of the 
Tyrol are quarried in four districts. -—-eposits of gypsum 
and marl exist. Petroleum and natural gas are reported 
at Jaminay in Iloilo province. The fruits of the Archi- 
pelago, including bananas, pineapples, mangosteens, 
espota oranges, and lemons, are abundant. Fine fabrics 
of pineapple fibre, jusi, sinamay, ane cotton are manu- 
factured in Iloilo, and sugar sacks, hats, and palm leaf 
baskets and textiles of silk, cotton, and hemp in Capiz. 
In the spring of 1899 a base of operations was 
established at Iloilo and the suburbs of Jaro and 
Moro. The rebels numbered about 4,000. Active opera- 
tions began immediately, resulting in the dispersion of 
this force. In the summer of the same year Capiz was 
oceupied. In January, 1900, a mixed command from 
lloilo entered that province through the passes of the 
lofty mountains intervening. An insurgent force at- 
tempted to dispute the passage of the defiles, but after 
a sharp engagement was dispersed, and its guns were 
captured. The campaign ended in the clearing of the coun- 
try. Civil government was then established under mili- 
tary control.

The Navy Mutual Aid Association has just issued its 
Call No. 217, and from the data given with this call 
it is learned that the number of members on the roll 
on the first day of the current month was 796, paying 
a benefit of $3,013.82. The total amount paid to ben- 
eficiaries up to the same date amounts to the very re- 
spectable sum of $752,532.90, and this, too, without a 
single lawsuit or controversy in the distribution of this 
large sum.

While visiting this country the officers of the Chili 
training ship Baquedano proposed to contribute 4 bre 
plate to commemorate the event, to be placed in 
Washington Monument. The Navy Department 
been compelled to decline the offer because it was’ 
cided when the monument was finished that n0 
further should be affixed to the shaft. 
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A despatch was received this week from Major General 
Chaffee stating that it would be very harmful, at this 
time, if any steps were taken by the War Department 
looking to the reduction of the Army in the Philippines. 
Ii will be remembered that it had been the intention of 
the Department to reduce the Army during the coming 
eight months from its present size of 42,000 men to 24,000. 
The recent activity of the insurgents, however, has made 
General Chaffee change his former opinion regarding this 
policy, and has caused the despatch received this week. 
In conformity with the advice of General Chaffee, the 
Department has determined that for the present the Army 
there will not be reduced, but as it is only fair that some 
of the regiments now in the Philippines, and which have 
been there since the early part of 1899, should be re- 
lieved, a scheme is now being worked out by the Depart- 
ment looking to the exchange of certain regiments of 
Infantry now in the Archipelago with other regiments 
organized under the act of Feb. 2, 1901, and which have 
not yet seen any foreign service. A selection of probably 
three or four regiments will be made from the following 
six regiments and be ordered back to this country within 
the next two months: The 4th Infantry, sailed for Phil- 
ippines Jan. 19, 1899; the 20th Infantry, sailed for Phil- 
ippines Jan. 26, 1899; the 17th Infantry, sailed for 
lhilippines January and February of 1899; the 22d In- 
fantry, sailed for Philippines Feb. 1, 1899; the 3d Infan- 
try, sailed for Philippines Feb. 23, 1899, and the 12th 
Infantry, sailed for Philippines Feb. 19, 1899. As we 
have stated, in all probability four of these regiments 
will be ordered home in the near future, but which of 
them will be selected it is now utterly impossible to state. 
During the coming year 22,000 vacancies will occur in 
the enlisted force now in the Philippines owing to the 
expiration of enlistments. According to the plan deter- 
mined upon by the War Department, all of these va- 
cancies will be filled, as General Chaffee does not think 
it best to have the total enlisted strength of his army 
cduced from its present size. The change in plans will

One of the most important features of the new life 
that is dawning for the Filipinos was the recent in- 
auguration at Manila of two native Filipinos as a part 
of the personnel of the Civil Commission. These two 
men were Dr. Pardo de Tavera and Don Bonito Le- 
garda, both men of learning and executive ability, who, 
from the early days of our occupancy of the Islands, 
have recognized the inevitableness of the American dom- 
inancy in the Archipelago and have set themselves 
about the task of adapting the native population to 
the opportunities presented to them. The Civil Com- 
mission as now constituted presents a picture of that 
union and rapprochement between the two peoples 
which is the object now desired. The warfare which 
has harassed and afflicted these islands has drawn 
practically to a close, and, as the Manila Times truly 
says, a better era has begun. No better guarantee of 
the good intentions of the United States towards the 
Philippines could have been given than is revealed by 
the admission of these watives to a high seat among 
the lawmakers, at the very time when some of their 
compatriots are still in arms against the authority of 
the United States. The Filipinos ought now to see 
that the promises originally made to them were not 
prompted by expediency, but were pledges of good faith 
and sincere intention.

In quoting from President McKinley Governor Taft 
said: ‘These ceremonies do not fully complete the 
government which the President intends to form in 
the Philippines, but they do round it out sufficiently 
to show the policy he has in mind.” A natural deduc- 
tion from these words is that the inauguration of these 
natives is only a stepping stone to the further representa- 
tion of the Filipino people in the government of these 
islands. It was a wise suggestion of Gov. Taft 
that the best way for the natives to realize the most 
good out of the changed order of things was not to 
form wew aud many political parties to advance Utopian 
schemes, but to work along lines already laid out. He 
declared that what is needed is a unifying and solidify- 
ing of effort, not a dissipation of energy in the desire 
to attain some fond ideal wholly unsuited to conditions 
as they are. There has been noticed in the Filipino 
character a tendency toward a wide diffusion of parties 
and party aspirations. The Filipinos are more ideal- 
istic than practical, and it was to bring them to a 
realization of the problems that they must grapple with 
immediately that Governor Taft warned them against 
trusting to their vague and untested political con- 
ceptions. 
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In his statement concerning his visit to the Philippines, 
to which we referred last week, Congressman Hull said: 
“Most of the towns are on the seaboard. The Spaniards 
have built almost no roads, and one of the first things that 
should be done. in my judgment, is to construct a splen- 
did system of highways wherever practicable. The lack 
of roads makes brigandage and ladronism easier. A great 
portion of the islands is suited for guerrilla warfare. 
The conditions are such as we would term peaceful in 
this country, but it is not a condition of peace because 
these brigands and highwaymen are constantly dashing 
out of their retreats to strike a blow where thev can do 
so to the best advantage and then fly back to cover. I 
think there was a little too much haste in establishing 
civil government in many islands. I am convinced it 
would have been much better if the Army had not been 
interrupted in its government of some of these provinces. 
I was satisfied that the provinces of Cebu, Batangas and 
Bohol were not prepared for civil government, and since 
then the civil authorities have returned them to the 
military.” Mr. Hull is strongly in favor of the repeal of 
the proviso attached to the Army bill of last Congress 
forbidding the granting of franchises. He consider it a 
serious handicap to Americans who would develop the re- 
sources of the Philippines.

The movement in Havana in favor of better trade rela- 
tions between Cuba and the United States has taken 
definite form and is growing rapidly.

In choosing an Army chaplain, the Rev. Charles C. 
Pierce, 11th Cav., to be Bishop of North Dakota, the 
House of Bishops of the Episcopal church has performed 
a wise act, though it is one which has but one recorded 
parallel.

The papers in the case of Col. Robert L. Meade, of the 
Marine Corps, are now before the Secretary of the Navy 
for his final action, an opinion having been rendered by 
the Acting Judge Advocate General.

Colonel Dunwoody, Acting Chief of the Signal office, has 
received a despatch announcing the establishment of ca- 
ble communication between the island of Mindanao and 
Isabelo, the capital of Basitan island. 
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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The battalion under Capt. Hale, 20th Inf., returned 
Aug. 28 to Tanauan, after a mountain-scaling expedition 
in pursuit of General Malvar’s forces. It did not come up 
with the rebels, but succeeded in capturing General Ma- 
rellas, Major and Adjutant Felipe mas, officers close 
to Malvar. 

General Wade recently made the following report of 
activities in his de nt, that of Southern Luzon: 
“Night of Aug. 20, in Barrio Buboy, of Magdale, detach- 
ment of native scouts of Co. F, 8th Inf., surprised a 

rty of about 20 insurgents, killed two, one being Lieut. 

‘aylon, and captured seven rifles. About the same time 
and near Madalena Lieut. Merchant with a detachment 
of 8th Inf., encountered small ~gt of enemy, wounded 
two, one of whom died soon after. ieut. Bump with de- 
tachment of Sth Inf. and scouts from Cavinti, Laguna, 
while pursuing insurgents captured at Barrio Lupoc of 
San Antonio 10 Remington rifles and one Mauser; 18 
rifles were recovered by troops from a river where they 
were concealed before the insurgents scattered in the 
mountains.” 

Lieut. Col. Pacheco who succeeded General Moxica, the 
rebel leader in Leyte island, waen the latter surren- 
dered about two months ago, was reported to have given 
up his sword, in the Manila Times of Sept. 7, which con- 
sidered the event of sufficient importance to warrant tue 
prediction, “the pacification of Leyte is at hand.” 


In the trial of Meekin, the deserter who came in with 
the command of General Cailles who surrendered recent- 
ly, Cailles testified that Meekin had been captured by 
his command while in a state of intoxication. He was 
suspected of being an American spy and to make his es- 
cape impossible he was placed under constant surveil- 
lance, received no pay, only food and cigarettes, and 
never was allowed to carry arms or take part in any ex- 
pedition. He was an officer in name only and had no 
authority. What he did was by orders and because he 
was a prisoner and could not help himself. 


The visit of Major General Chaffee and a party to 
Mariveles on Sept, 5 gave rise to the report in Manila 
that it was intended to establish a detention hospital 
there. Mariveles is across the bay from Manila. 


Private Brennan, a murderer under a life sentenec 
who had escaped from a transport, was arrested on Sept. 
5 at Manila. The Freedom says his capture was ef- 
fected by Sergt. Bohm and Private R. M. Bryan of Co. 
D, 4th Inf. Brennan had belonged to Company I, 4th 
Inf., says that paper and had shot dead Corporal Steph- 
enson of his company on Dec. 23, 1900. He was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. Put on board the trans- 
port Indiana, he jumped overboard and reached shore 
where he went to work at the corral as a teamster under 
an assumed name. 

A teamster named John Quinn was arrested in Manila 
and on trial by a summary court was fined $10 and 
sentenced to ten days’ imprisonment. His civilian at- 
torney claimed the man had merely refused to obey an 
order to wash an escort wagon, saying he was going to 
quit and asking for his wages. They said the Articles of 
War applied to teamsters only while in the field and not 
in a place like Manila. : 

Lipa, in Batangas, the scene of so much hard fighting, 
is a busy city of 41,000 inhabitants, being the largest 
town in Luzon south of Manila. Rosario, not far away, 
once a flourishing place, is now inhabited by bats, its 
beautiful church and all the houses having been a mass 
of ruins since it was burned by the American troops 
nearly two years ago. No native seems to have mus- 
tered up courage enough to build there. 

At Naic, Cavite Province, on Aug. 22, the people rose 
en masse to show their disapproval of the presence in 
their town of the friars who came there from Manila to 
collect rentals on buildings and farms owned by the re- 
ligious corporations in that vicinity. Thousands of men, 
women and children, formed in procession parading the 
streets carrying banners with the inscription ‘Long live 
Naic under the flag of the United States of America,” 
and shouting, “Hurrah for the Americans and Filipinos,” 
“Out with the friars,” and other remarks aimed at the 
friar agents who were alluded to as vampires. 


As the Army is diminished in the Philippines there is 
a marked decrease in the amount of money in circulation. 
Where a year ago the Government was paying er eo0. 
000 on a pay day for the troops alone, scarcely $1,500,- 
000 is now required. To say that $250,000,000 has been 
brought to Manila from the United States is not placing 
the estimate too high. And, while a considerable sum 
has been returned to the States, in remittances home to 
families of the men serving in the Philippines and in 
various other ways, the bulk has remained to go into cir- 
culation throughout the Archipelago. This drain has 
been lessened somewhat by levying a duty of 2 per cent. 
on exports of silver specie to all rts except those of 
the United States, but this had little effect upon the 
Chinese merchants, with whom it seems to be a matter vf 
principle to send their profits to their native land. 


A strange looking object about 15 feet in length and 
several feet in circumference was found on the beach of 
Manila Bay not long ago. Some of the natives said it 
must be a large petrified fish, shark or other sea animal, 
but none of them seemed to realize the fact that this 
something was made of solid steel and was a Whitehead 
torpedo, and probably heavily loaded with guncotton, 
dynamite or powder, which gave it force enough to blow 
up a 14,000 ton battleship. Finally, some one came 
along and told the natives the danger they were bringing 
upon themselves in fooling with such a dangerous pro- 
jectile. It was possible for the hot sun to explode the 
torpedo they thought, therefore heavy blankets were 
placed over it, and had the natives been wrapping a 
young babe they could not have treated it more gently. 

People within several blocks of the beach began to 
move their household goods. 

At last Colonel Page, commanding the 3d Inf., at 
Malabon, was notified, and immediately sent Lieut. Hurst 
to investigate, and he notified the naval authorities at 
Cavite. The Manila American says the torpedo was lost 
from a battleship in target practice a few days before.

The Cuban constitutional convention is now a matter 
of history. It has been adjourned by General Wood and 
will not assemble again unless by a special call of the 
military governor. The convention had notified General 
Wood that the requested alterations in the election law 
had been made and that this done the body was under the 
impression that the work for which it had been assem- 
. bled had been concluded and that it should be dissolved. 


While General Wood in his letter did not dissolve the 
convention he adjourned the i : pending a call from 
him to again assemble. In his letter he complimented 
the convention upon its work. A Board of Scrutiny 


consisting of two members has been appointed to 


pare for the general election. Mendez Capote is presi- 
dent and Sr. Villuendas secretary of the Board. The

force of the Sanitary . cor of Havana was 
reduced 20 per cent. on Sept. 30, the principal reduction 
being in the disinfecting and cleaning brigades. Owip 
to the good condition of the city and the fact that coo 
weather is coming, the city will not materially suffer 
from the reduction. An idea of the previous lavish ex- 
penditures to keep the city clean may be judged from 
the _ that the reduction means a saving of $5,000 a 
month. 

Mrs. Lucien Young was compelled through sickness to 
defer her trip to the States, on which she was to start 
from Havana on Oct. 5. The Havana Post, referring to 
her illness, said: “There is not a more popular hostess 
in the city of Havana than Mrs. Young, and she has a 
host of friends who wish her a speedy recovery.” 

The Havana Post of Oct. 6 said: “Col. H. L. Scott, 
A. G. of the Department of Cuba, and Lieut. M. E. 
Hanna, School Commissioner for the island, will leave 
the city to-day for Mexico City, where they expect to 
spend some time. They will be absent from Havana for 
about three weeks and will take in a great many of the 
points of interest in Mexico.” 

The Cuban trains are so slow that General Wood has 
recourse to automobiles. On Oct. 6 he visited Guanajay, 
45 miles from Havana, covering the distance in an auto- 
mobile in one hour and fifty minutes, which was thirty 
minutes under the railroad scheduled time. The road to 
Guanajay is one of the finest macadamized highways in 
Cuba. General Wood inspected the public buildings of 
the place and was accorded a hearty reception by the 
townspeople. Captain Baker and Lieutenant Carpenter 
accompanied the Governor. 

The death of President McKinley has increased the 
demand in Hawaii for cable connection with the United 
States. The President had been shot, had died one week 
later, his body was lying in state at Washington, and 
President Roosevelt had been inducted into office before 
Hawaii knew that the President had even been shot. 
News of his death first came to Honolulu on the arrival 
of the Army transport Warren on Sept. 24. As a new 
and progressive element has come into the Hawaiian life 
since the American flag was hoisted over the islands, this 
isolation is keenly felt. 

Considerable work has been going on for some time at 
the Naval station, Hawaiian Islands. The erection of 
the cottage has just been completed. An eight-room office 
building will soon be under way. Tenders for the work 
will soon be called for.

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TWENTIETH AND TWENTY-SECOND INFANTRY 


Three privates of the 20th Inf. are reported by the 
Manila Times of Sept. 4 as having done a brilliant piece 
of work in connection with Captain Hale’s movement 
against Malvar. The trio were stationed on a disused 
trail as pickets and ensconced themselves behind a big 
rock, listening regretfully to the distant crack of Hale’s 
Krags. All at once they saw twenty armed insurgents 
coming up the trail, and when they got close the three 
fired. The rebels fled and the privates had twenty rifles 


to take to camp. 

The Manila Freedom of Sept. 2 had quite a story about 
an attempt of a corporal and four privates of Capt. Geo. 
H. Houle’s company, 20th Inf., stationed at Pasacao, 
province of Southern Camarines, to steal a steam launch 
with which they hoped to get to Singapore. With guns 
to their heads the soldiers ordered the engineer and cap- 
tain of the launch to put to sea. About two miles out 
the steam gave out and the boat had to put back. A 
guard was waiting for the runaways when they landed 
and took them into custody. In a Manila scribe’s view 
this was one of the boldest attempts to desert that had 
been reported in the Philippines. The account is evi- 
dently exaggerated. 

Here are some pleasant things said of the 20th Inf. 
by the Manila Freedom of Aug. “J: “According to 
latest accounts, Capt. Harry Hale is giving the irrecon- 
cilable Malvar a run for his money. There are certain 
ways known to mankind whereby the guerrilla chieftain 
can be thoroughly reconciled and the remedy will unques- 
tionably be applied if. he will only remain long enough in 
one place for Captain Hale and the men of the ‘l'wen- 
tieth Inf. to get a bead on him with a Krag. The rem- 
edy is reeonciline. 

“Malvar is being closely presseu. The 20th inf. is not 
so slow as it was popularly supposed to be when it was 
doing garrison duty in Manila.” 

According to the Manila Times of Sept. 4, Paco Bar- 
racks, occupied by a battalion of the 22d Inf., was open to 
criticism. The nipa roofs were full of holes, and when 
it rained the floors were fairly deluged with water. It 
was impossible for the soldiers, owing to the prevailing 
dampness, to keep their cots and clothing dry, thus sub 
jecting them to malaria and colds, if not the slow fevers 
that eventually bear them to the hospitals for treatment. 
The ground below the floor was boggy and occasionally 
small pools of water could be seen. The sun playing on 
these, noxious vapors arose, full of potentiality of dis- 
ease. The Times said the officers were that day taking 
measures to have tne barracks repaired and put in sani- 
tary condition. Camp Wallace was also reported to be 
in worse condition than the Paco quarters. There the 
tents were not only damp but around and about them 
the mud was from one to two feet deep. 

Referring to the assignment of the 2d Battalion, 22d 
Inf., to do garrison duty in Manila, the Manila Free- 
dom says that “if any regiment deserves this assignment 
it is the 22d.” After its hard tour of duty in Cuba, the 
regiment arrived in the Philippines on March 5, 1899. 
“Since that time the regiment has been continually on 





‘the line and there has never been even a breath of re- 


roach rgarding the actions of its officers or its men. 
ts colonel, Harry Egbert, brigadier general of Volun- 
teers, was killed in the charge of Malinta Hill, which 
was one of the warmest engagements of the insurrection. 
Portions of this famous command have served under 
nearly every general who has commanded troops in the 
Philippines, and have served in nearly every engagement 
of importance on the north line, especially during the 
earlier days.” 

The severest experience it had was during the Lawton 
expedition to the north of Luzon in the fall of 1899. 
Many succumbed to the fearful conditions under which 
the soldiers labored forward day after day, in mud to 
their waists, without shoes or sufficient clothing. 


Towards the last of this killing expedition men became 
insane through the sufferings they were compelled to 
undergo, but the column pressed ever onward. he 
nights in the mountains were spent without clothing to 
cover the suffering, and of food there was none except a 
little rice and the flesh of a chance carabao. 

“The story of this expedition,” says The Freedom, “has 
never been told and probably will never be told in its 
entirety. It is only one example of the hardships wuich 
the soldiers of Uncle Sam undergo in his defense. 4) 
honor to the officers and men of this gallant regiment.”

IMPROVED MAILS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


As we have on several occasions pointed out, the in- 
adequate mail facilities in the Philippines we are pleased 
to see that the Manila Times of Aug. 31 holds out prom- 
ises which, if fulfilled, will result in a marked improve- 
ment in the mail service.in the Archipelago. According 
to our Manila contemporarv the Civil Commission is 
planning to undertake about Jan. 1, the establishment of 
a mail system with regulated schedules, not only for the 
coast but also for interior towns. Launches will be em- 
ployed for coast transmission and ponies for inland ser- 
vice. 

“Adjunct to this,” says the Times, “signal schools are 
to be established in towns of commercial importance 
throughout the group. General Greely is much inter- 
ested in this move and will do what he can to assist in 
establishing such institutions. There are approximately 
1,000 telegraph offices already established, and present 
commercial demands require as many more.” 

The irregularities of the mails in the railippines have 
added materially to the disagreeableness of garrison duty 
at any distance from Manila because of the uncertainty 
of getting word from home. The spread of inteiigence 
and improved means of transit have made letter writing 
in these days far more a feature of soldier life than for- 
merly, and communication with home that might have 
been deemed satisfactory a few decades ago may now 
seem altogether insufficient. In a recent issue we men- 
tioned the disposition on the part of the French wovern- 
ment to extend a general franking privilege to the na- 
tion’s soldiers. While our authorities may not yet be 
ready to go so far, it would be agreeable to record that 
they have done their best to make the mail service among 
our soldiers regular and prompt. 
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ADJUTANT GENERAL’S REPORT. 


The annual report of Major General Henry C. Cor- 
bin, Adjutant General of the Army, shows that the dis- 
tribution of the Army on Sept. 2o, 1901, was as follows: 

United States, 33,874; Philippine Islands, 43,239; 
Cuba, 4,914; Porto Rico, 1,541; Hawaiian Islands, 256; 
China, 162; Alaska, 527; total, 84,513. 

The regiments in the Philippines will be reduced by 
the expiration of terms of enlistment as follows: ~Octo- 
ber, 1901, 665; November, 1901, 2,360; December, 1901, 
3.017; January, 1902, 2,512; February, 1902, 2,163; 
March, 1902, 3,543; April, 1902, 2,224; May, 1902, 
1,511; June, 19v2, 2,492; total, 20,487. 

The question of the strength at which the regiments 
in the Philippines are to be maintained is one requiring 
the early consideration of the War Department. 

The losses from all causes from July 1, 1900, to June 
30, 1901, were: In the Regular Army, officers, 116, en- 
listed men, 16,808; Volunteers, officers, 313, enlisted men, 
7.776. Grand total 25,009. 

The total number of troops that served in the Philip- 
pines between June 30, 1898, and June 30, 1901, was 
3.477 officers, and 108,800 enlisted men. Of these 61,275 
were Regulars, and 50,002 Volunteers. The casualties, 
from all causes, among the troops in the Philippines, 
were as follows:

The casualties among commissioned officers of the Reg- 
ular Army were 161. 

With an average enlisted strength of 71,173 men, the 
number of desertions reported (3,110) is only 43 per 
cent. of the average strength, while for the last six 
months of that period the rate was 1.9 per cent., the 
lowest ever reported. 

All reports show that the officers and men are in a 
good state of discipline. The enlisted men have never 
been of a higher character, as is shown by the fact that 
from the ranks during the year, after careful and rigor- 
ous physical and mental examination, 200 have been com- 
missioned. 

The muster out of Volunteers in every case was “quiet, 
orderly, and without incident,” and fully 97 per cent pur- 
chased railroad tickets to their respective homes. As 
the result of a medical examination prior to muster out 
in order to secure a correct record of the physical condi- 
tion of these, 18,117 individuals, or over 81 per cent., 
make no claim of disability, although upon examination 
100 of this number were found disabled, 4,168 claimed 
disability, and 485 claims were allowed; in 3,599 cases 
disability was found not to exist, and in the remaining 83 
cases disability was not contracted in the line of dety. 
Claims for disability contracted in the line of duty were 
allowed in but 586 cases, less than 3 per cent. of the 
total number present for muster out. 

It is very gratifying to note from the reports made 
that the discipline of the Volunteers while in camp was 
so uniformly good as to call for little criticism, rr! jus- 
tifying in that respect the wisdom of the method adopted 
of organizing them and of selecting the senior officers 
from the Regular establishment. These officers were in 
every instance selected for purely military reasons. The 
line officers were selected on their efficiency records as 
Volunteer officers. All in all, the Government has never 
had more satisfactory troops than these Volunteers, and 
these troops are entitled to the gratitude of the people 
and the Government. 

The work of the Map Section of the Military Informa- 
tion Division has all been of the most satisfactory char- 
acter. Especially have the maps of China been of very 
great value. 

During the sessions of Congress, when the War De- 
partment was called upon to furnish copies of important 
and sometimes secret letters and documents, etc., to the 
committees and members, these papers were sent over to 
the gallery of the photographic rooms of the Information 
Division to be photographed and facsimile copies of them 
made, which were furnished, and they answered all the 
purposes required, and the necessity for taking the orig- 
inals from the files and letting them pass out of the pos- 
session of the Department and running the risk of losing 
them was thus avoided. ; 

The proper selection of officers for the important and 
delicate duty of military attaché is greatly hampered and 
restricted by the fact that the additional expense in- 
volved by his acceptance of a detail is so burdensome 
that only those possessing private means can afford to 
serve. It is recommended that every officer while so serv-

Notwithstanding the enormous amount of time, 
thought, and labor devoted to the instruction and general 
training of officers and men of the Army, there is no co- 
herent plan which carries forward the work from one 
grade to another and conne¢ts the valuable work done in 
the various schools. The system of training for the offi- 
cers should begin with elementary technical instruction 
at each post, and terminate*in the higher training which 
would be provided by a War College—the speedy and 
complete organization of which is most desirable. Ex- 
carefully selected boards, capable of, deter- 


amination ; ale 
mining an r’s practical and technical ability to per- 
form the d of his grade, appear to be an essential 
element in worthy record system. 

It is as most desirable that officers of the 
National or Militia be authorized to participate in 


the work of the Service schools and the ar College. 
Officers who, by their industry, ability, and general intel- 
ligence, commend themselves as worthy of special recom- 
mendation in the various schools should receive the high- 
est possible consideration with a view to utilizin their 
services for any service requiring — aptitude and 
ability. The services of a number of selected voung offi- 
cers have been availed of from time to time in the mili- 
tary information division of the A. G. O., and an im- 
mense amount of painstaking and important work has 
been accomplished. Work is already in progress 
ing the facilities of the several Service scliools._ It 
take some little time to complete the contemplated im- 
provements at all the posts w service schools are 
established and to get them in smooth ramniug order.

_ In view of the fact that undesirable men have come 
into the Service as officers under the act of Feb. 2, 1901, 
authorizing competitive examinations for candidates 
seeking commissions, it is recommended that each candi- 
date should be a “non-commissioned officer in good stand- 
ing who has displayed an aptitude for command and con- 
trol of men” be revived; those who qualify to be sent to 
one of the service schools—say, for six months—which 
should take the place of the second examination, and only 
those who demonstrate the proper qualifications should be 
nominated for commissions. Another proposition suggest- 
ed commends itself, which is to detail annually one non- 
commissioned officer, to be selected by a board of o 
in each regiment, to represent the regiment for one year 
at the service schools, and such proportion from the Ar- 
tillery Corps and other branches having enlisted men as 
would equal this ratio; vacancies not uired for grad- 
uates, to be filled from this class. A full enlistment of 
three years should be required of all candidates for com- 
missions, including service at the school. 

The net value of the post exchanges—that is to say, 
the balance of their combined assets over their liabilities, 
was on June 30, 1901, $353,748.40. 

The total number of enlistments and re-enlistments in 
the Regular Army during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1901, exclusive of the Hospital Corps, was 30,622. Of 
these 26,267 were native born, 3,977 were of foreign birth 
and 378 were born in Porto Rico. The enlistments num- 
bered 25,688 and the re-enlistments 4,934. Excluding re- 
enlistments, the percentage of natives among the original 
enlistments was 89. The rejected applicants for enlist- 
ment uumbered 86,407, or 74 per cent. of the whole. 
Including those for the Hospital Corps the total of 
enlistments and re-enlistments was 31,458. 

The Army transport service on the Pacific, while hon- 
estly and efficiently administered under the direction of 
sailing masters of experience and ability, is, under the 
present order of things, believed to be costing the Gov- 
ernment considerably more than the amount required for 
the same service by ships of commercial companies. 
It would seem that Congress could with safety offer cer- 
tain inducements to those engaged in the shipping busi- 
ness of the United States to install a line of steamers un- 
der such charters as would in time of necessity serve the 
Government as reserve Army and Navy transports. 

Ever since the American occupation.of the Philippines 


nothing has been so uncertain as the mails. Another 
and kindred subject, and perhaps of equal importance, is 
the necessity for a domestic cable to the Philippines. 


We speak in another column of the proposed improve- 
inent in the mail system in the Philippines. 

The comparative order now prevailing in the Philip- 
pine Archipelago would make it wise at an early date to 
assemble the troops at certain strategic points and house 
them in comfortable quarters. 

If the Government adopts the recommendations which 
have been made as to the erection of storehouses in Ma- 
nila and vicinity the cost of maintaining the troops in the 
Archipelago will be scarcely more than in garrisons in 
the United States, and the health and comfort of the 
officers and men will be assured. 

Early consideration should be given to the ae 
if not necessity, of many changes in the uniforms of offi- 
cers, especially with regard to belts, shoulder knots, and 
shoulder straps. The heavy dress hats, now prescribed 
by the regulations, are cumbersome, expensive, and not 
adapted to the present requirements of the service. 

Officers in active service should be provided with ser- 
vants duly enlisted as such, whose compensation 
should be reimbursed by the officers. These men should 
be provided with the uniform that will distinguish them 
from the rank and file. 

The recommendation is renewed that all officers who 
had served in the war of 1861-1865, and have continued 
in the service during the recent war with Spain, be 
placed upon the same footing as officers°of the Navy, 
and retired with one grade higher. It is especially 
recommended that the Congress authorize the retirement 
of not to exceed two major generals on the active and 
one on the retired list, with the rank of lieutenant gen- 
eral. The Department has in mind the faithful and dis- 
tinguished services of Major Generals Merritt, Brooke, 
and Otis, who were general officers at the beginning of 
the Spanish-American War. 

It has been urged that service medals be given all offi- 
cers and men, of the Regular and Volunteer troops, who 
honorably served in the war with Spain, in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and in China. This is a practice quite gen- 
eral in all other armies and is commended. 

All the subordinate officers of the department have, 
without exception, performed their duties with zeal and 
intelligence. It is not too much to say that the Govern- 
ment never had a more loyal, intelligent, and faithful set 
of public servants than they have shown themselves 
to be

BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 

In his annual report Rear Admiral Melville, Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering, urges the imperative 
necessity for strengthening the Navy along engineering 
lines. It is the requirements of the future rather than 
the demands of the present which should be provided 
for. He says it will not be long before the younger 
officers who have been trained in professional engineer- 
ing work lose interest, aptitude, confidence, and even 
efficiency in engineering duties, if they are allowed to 
specialize in other directions. He says: “From this 
and other causes engineering efficiency in the Navy is 
rapidly decreasing. With such a state of affairs a 
trained engineering force for the future needs can hard- 
ly be regarded as eatietactery. It should not, therefore, 
excite surprise when I unqua ge | assert that there has 
been retrogression rather than advance along engineer- 
ing lines during the past two years.” He says individual 
officers have striven earnestly to perfect themselves in 
the duties of the engine room, but calls attention to 
the fact that there has been no systematic plan enforced 
for universal training. “As a result of this inadequate 
supervision in the engine rooms there has been a per- 
ceptible decrease in the efficiency of the machinery and 
a ressive increase in the cost of repairs.

FORT MONROE ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 


Col. F. L. Guenther, Artillery Corps, commandant of 
the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, in his report for 
the year ended Aug. 31, 1901, states that the school, 
which was closed during the existence of the War with 
Spain, was re-established Sept. 3, 1900. 

Instruction in the department of ballistics and sea- 
coast engineering was given by Capt. F. S. Harlow, 
Artillery Corps, and continued, during his absence ou 
other duties, by Capt. Henry C. Davis, Artillery Corps. 
Captain Davis also gave instruction in the course in 
electricity, mines and mechanism. Instruction in the 
department of artillery, chemistry and explosives was 
given by Capt. Erasmus M. Weaver, Artillery Corps, 
who also gave instruction in the department of art and 
science of war, the head of the department, Capt. V. H. 
Bridgman, Artillery Corps, being incapacitated by sick- 
ness. Instruction in special courses, including military 
law, customs and usages of service, property returns, 
correspondence, regulations, etc., was given by Capt. 
Ira A. Haynes, Artillery Corps. As the student officers 
were also assigned to duty with the coast batteries at 
the post, the actual performance of all the different duties 
of an officer at a military post was required of them. — 

It is urgently recommended that an expert civilian 
librarian be employed to take charge of the Artillery 
School library. ‘ 

Certificates of proficiency were given to forty-seven stu- 
dents, four candidates have been returned to their com- 
panies as not qualified, and one electrician sergeant has 
been reported as not proficient. In connection with the 
work of the school it is recommended that provision be 
made for a sufficient number of electrician sergeants to 
allow one for each “fire command” instead of but one 
to each t as at present. 7 

It is felt to be only just to the school that in the. case 
of any officer who having taken any course of instruction 
at the school is pronounced deficient therein and there- 
fore ineligible for a diploma, some appropriate penalty 
should be imposed, unless in the opinion of the school 
board the failure to attain proficiency was not due to his 
fault or neglect.

Mrs. Harriet E. Gibbs, widow of the late ©. V. S. 
Gibbs, and mother of the wife of Capt. John Stafford, 
Sth U. 8S. Inf., died at San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 15. 

William W. Goodwin, Sr., who served as acting assist- 
ant paymaster in the United States Navy during the 
Civil War., fell dead at his home, in Bordentown, N. J., 
Oct. 5. He was 64 years of age. He was appointed to 
the Navy Oct. 4, 1861, and was honorably discharged 
March 3, 1866. 

The Rev. A. C. Thompson, D. D., father of Pay Direc- 
tor Theodore S. Thompson, U. S. Navy, died at his home 
in (Roxbury) Boston, Mass., on Sept. 27. Seldom has 
there been so eminent a gathering of clergymen at a fu- 
neral as attended the services for Dr. Thompson at Eliot 
Congregational church, of which he had been the senior 
pastor for forty-nine years. The body was borne into 
the church, preceded by the Rev. Winfred Chesney 
Rhoades, a son of Lieut. Henry Eckford Rhoades, U. 8S. 
N., who had been the colleague pastor for nearly two 
years before he became the only pastor. The burial was 
at Forest Hill Cemetery, where a brief service was con- 
ducted by the Rev. Mr. Rhoades. The latter’s sister is 
the wife of a clergyman, the Kev. N. Frederick Van Han- 
son. pastor of the Gilead Presbyterian church, Carmel, 
N. Y¥. It may be mentioned as a coincidence that Pay 
Director Thompson and Lieutenant Rhoades were asso- 
ciated together on the expedition to the Arctic regions in 
1873, in search of the Polaris castaways. 

Joan J. Emery, who died at Roxbury, Mass., Oct. 4, 
was born in 1806, and in 1830 was the innocent cause of 
a war known in history as the “Aroostook War.” It 
came about over a boundary dispute with Canada. 
Neither this country nor the province could decide on 
the proper situation of the line. In 1839 he was sent to 
look over the ground and make a report on it. He went 
into the woods and while carrying out his mission was 
captured by British soldiers and taken as prisoner to 
Canada. ‘ithe State troops were ordered out, under the 
direction of the President, and they were armed and 
sent to the boundary to secure his release. The Cana- 
dian Government released him before they arrived, but at 
the same time they assembled several regiments of troops 
to meet the Maine soldiers. President Van Buren sent 
General Scott down to take command, and he remained 
until the trouble was over. The trouble was finally settled 
by Waniel Webster, who conferred with the British au- 
thorities and fixed the line.

By direction of the Secretary of War, the provisions 
of all general orders and circulars heretofore issued 
from this office relating to the subsistence of recruits 
and recruiting parties which are not embodied in the 
Army Regulations of 1901, or in General Orders, No. 
130, October 3, 1901, are hereby revoked, and the follow- 
ing instructions, supplemental to the provisions of the 
Regulations on that subject, are published for the guid- 
ance of all concerned: 

1. Upon the arrival of a recruiting officer at a city 
or town where he is to establish a recruiting station, 
he will at once make inquiries at the available places 
in the neighborhood of the station as to the prices at 
which meals for his party can be obtained and will 
procure them, of proper em by open purchase at 
the most reasonable rates until he can advertise for 
proposals by means of Form No. 28, Subsistence De- 
partment. 

2. This advertisement (Form No. 28) will be distrib- 
uted to probable bidders and be posted in public places 
for ten days before the opening of bids. A copy, with 
a list of persons to whom distributed entered on the 
first fold, will be at once mailed to the Commissary Gen- 
eral. If the notice was for a period of less than ten 
days the reason why a longer period was not allowed 
will be stated on that fold. 

. When the recruiting officer has made award he 
will sign the acceptance and furnish the successful 
bidder with a copy of the same. 

The commanding officer at a garrison post at 
which an officer has been designated as a recruiting 
officer will assign all recruits to companies for rations, 
and all proper subsistence expenses incurred in connec- 
tion with their enlistment or the forwarding of them to 
destinaton will be paid by the post commissary on the 
order of the commanding officer. 

5. If the money value of the articles sold to a recruit 

under paragraph 1431 of the Regulations be not collected 
before he leaves the recruiti station, post, or rendez- 
vous, it will be noted on his descriptive and assign- 
ment card in order that it may be withheld by the pay- 
master at the first payment after the recruit joins his 
company.

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INCREASE IN NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 


The sound judgment of the Secretary of the Navy is 
again evidenced by his probable action in regard to in- 
crease in wayal construction. The failure of the 56th 
Congress to authorize the building of any ships during 
the second session was a distinct setback to our relative 
strength as compared with other nations. It will be 
remembered that instead of authorizing the construction 
of warships of any description the Congress called upon 
the Secretary of the Navy to secure definite information 
as to the best form and type of ships suitable for our 
use. Secretary Long has wisely interpreted the action 
of the Congress to mean that there was no desire to 
interfere with the regular and progressive increase. It 
was rather the desire of the legislative branch to be 
assured that we were moving in the right direction, 
and that we were not developing any fad of naval con- 
struction which would be regretted in after years. 

For several months the Board on Construction has 
carefully and judiciously studied the question as to the 
best type of battleship and armored cruiser suitable for 
our needs. The highest types of construction designed by 
the British, French, German and Russian naval authori- 
ties have been carefully considered, the advantages and 
disadvantages of each type have been inquired into, and 
as a result of study and discussion it is the opinion of 
the board that there are two classes of ships which 
should be selected as the approved type for our Navy. 
The majority report looks upon the development of the 
Alabama type as the one best fitted for our require- 
ments; the minority report urges an enlarged and im- 
proved Kearsarge. The majority and minority opinions 
having been referred to many senior officers, as well as 
to a number of junior officers who are experts along 
particular lines, it has been practically found that opin- 
ion throughout the Service at large is almost equally 
divided as to which type is the better. 

It is exceedingly fortunate for the Service that the 
Board on Construction commenced the consideration of 
this matter several months ago. As a result of the 
honest difference of opinion among careful and con- 
scientious officers, the Service has been assured that in 
the Kearsarge and the Alabama we have types of ships 
which are exceedingly formidable, and which will hold 
their own with other nations. It is true that investi- 
gation has shown that while each type is a formidable 
one, the future battleship must be larger in displace- 
ment and have somewhat greater speed. Inquiry into 
this subject has shown that our leading officers are not 
afraid of expressing their individual opinions. It is 
also evident that the design of the modern battleship 
must be a compromise of expert thought and opinion, 
since there are so many factors that enter into her con- 
struction. .When one considers that the arrangement 
and distribution of the motive power, the character and 
installation of the battery, the steaming radius, the 
draught and beam of the vessel, the berthing of the 
crew, the type and amount of armor, and other im- 
portant questions are involved in designing a warship, 
and that a change in any one of these factors necessi- 
tutes some change in all the other factors, it is ap- 
parent that earnest and continuous discussion must take 
place before even a majority report can be secured. Any 
board of officers which would enter upon the investiga- 
tion of this subject with the purpose of harmonizing 
upon all matters, and with the expectation that an 
approved type of battleship could be selected after a 
half. dozen sessions of a few hours duration, would ut- 
terly fail in securing good results. It is the earnestness 
und insistence of the ordnance, engineering and armor 
experts in demanding that there be progression along 
these lines which has compelled the naval architect to 
progressively increase the displacement of the modern 
battleship and armored cruiser. As a result of this 
specialization there has been secured a type of warship 
which for attack and defense would have been beyond 
the power of any one man to design. 

It has apparently been the purpose of Secretary Long 
to invite honest and careful criticism upon the ships 
designéd by the Board on Construction. It is a cer- 
tainty that where there is not earnest discussion and 
bitter criticism before a warship is built there will be 
denunciation and condemnation after the vessel is com- 
missioned. It is to the honor and credit of our Naval 
Service that the personnel have indulged in but very 
little hostile criticism of completed ships. In fact, there 
has been but little reason for doing so, since the char- 
acter of our warship design has been so carefuily 
studied that no serious mistake has been possible. 

Secretary Long has carefully digested the majority 
and minority reports, and in all probability will accept 
the judgment of the majority as to the design. In regard 
to the amount of construction that he will recommend 
the Congress to authorize, it is more likely that he will 
be guided by his own judgment and the wishes of the 
President than he will be by the opinion of the Board 
on Construction. As the Congress failed to authorize 





any construction last winter, the friends of the Navy 
can confidently hope that four battleships and four 


armored cruisers will be recommended by the Secretary. 
As there are ten firms in this country which are not 
only capable of building battleships, but which are now 
in condition to accept contracts, there will be justifica- 
tion in view of the condition of the Treasury for author- 
izing these eight vessels. 

In addition to the battleships and cruisers, there is an 
urgent demand for the building of at least six medium- 
sized cruisers. During the present year it has been nec- 
essary for the Navy Department to send a battleship to 
the Isthmus of Panama to perform duty which could be 
done even better by a medium-sized cruiser. There is a 
legitimate field of work for cruising ships, and the Navy 
is lamentably weak in vessels of such description. Sev- 
eral of these vessels even should be authorized in the hope 
that shipbuilding firms which have not done naval work 
will be induced to compete for the contract. Both in 
England and France experience has shown that nearly 
every firm which has successfully built a protected 
cruiser has enlarged its plant to a degree that will permit 
it to build a battleship. It is, therefore, a certainty 
that if contracts can be secured by new firms for the 
construction of medium-sized warships, the ultimate re- 
sult will be that there will be additional plants where the 
Government can look for the building of battleships. 

The Board on Construction of the Navy Department, 
in the preparation of plans of warships, can not only call 
upon the several Bureaus for information and data, but 
can also secure expert opinion from the officers through- 
qut the Service. There is also available information col- 
lected and compiled by the Bureau of Naval Intelligence. 
Then there is the experience and observation of the 
Inspectors at the various shipbuilding plants to be util- 
ized, as well as confidential information and data from 
the naval attachés abroad. The Navy Department, there- 
fore, ought to and does possess advantages for designing 
warships over individual shipbuilders, and this suggests 
the practical question whether the time has not arrived 
when bidders should only be asked to compete on Depart- 
mental plans. The calamity that has befallen the British 
Admiralty in the loss of the torpedo boat destroyer Cobra 
has been officially ascribed to the action of the ship- 
builders in constructing a hull which was far lighter than 
that authorized by the Admiralty specifications. If the 
comparatively small designing staff of the shipbuilder 
can turn out in the course of two or three months a type 
of vessel that shall at all approach the design pre- 
pared by naval officials, who can call upon numerous 
specialists for assistance and who are not limited in ek- 
penditures in getting up plans, then our naval officers are 
slow in observation and possess poor judgment as to the 
requirements of the Service. 

The Naval Service by this;>time should know better 
what it wants than outside parties. Any attempt to per- 
mit shipbuilders to decide as to the type and character of 
the design can only lead to unnecessary delav and pos- 
sibly fatal weakness in strength of battleships at some 
critical period that may not be far remote. 
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THE SURGEON GENERAL’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


Surgeon General Sternberg’s report of the work of the 
Army Medical and Hospital Department during the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1901, serves as convincing testi- 
mony to the efficiency and zeal of this branch of our mil- 
itary service. In view of the extensive scope of the oper- 
ations described and of the trying conditions under which 
they were conducted, the results which have been accom- 
plished are extremely creditable to all concerned. 

The receipts of the department for the year were $2,- 
196,304.20, the disbursements $1,853,269.75. Medical 
and hospital supplies during the year were abundant 
and of good quality; modern apparatus and appliances 
for the diagnosis and treatment of disease and injury 
were promptly furnished, and with improving conditions 
in our foreign possessions, together with the concentra- 
tion and reduction of the military forces stationed there, 
the work of the Supply Department has been greatly 
simplified and diminished. 

The one achievement which stands out more promi- 
nently perhaps than any other in this record of useful 
service is the virtual extinction of vellow fever in Ha- 
vana by the board appointed for the study of that dis- 
ease. The investigations undertaken by this board have 
demonstrated that the bacillus of yellow fever bears no 
causative relation to the disease. It was also established 
by scientific experiment that the mosquito is the inter- 
mediate host for the parasite of yellow fever. It is 
held, further, that an attack of yellow fever caused by 
the bite of an infected mosquito renders the victim im- 
mune against a second attack, that the disease can be 
most effectually controlled by the destruction of mos- 
quitoes and the protection of the sick against the bites of 
those insects. 
of these results. Yellow fever has been conquered by 
American genius and courage. The city of Havana is 
rid of the disease for the first time in 140 years, and so 
marvelous has been the improvement in health condi- 
tions in Cuba since the American occupation that the 
people of the island may yet declare quarantine against 
the ports of our South Atlantic States as a protective 
measure ! 

The Surgeon General renews his recommendations for 
systematic medical inspections by chief surgeons, and fa- 
vors a regulation which shall require such officers to visit 
each post in their respective departments at least once a 
year. 

The patients treated in the Army and Navy General 
Hospital, Hot Springs, Ark., during the year numbered 
396. Twenty-seven officers were returned dismissed 


It is interesting to note the significance 


greatly improved, and 208 of the 369 enlisted men. The 
establishing of a sanitarium at Fort Bayard, N. M., for 
the treatment of pulmonary consumption has been amply 
justified by experience. In this establishment, which at 
an altitude of 6,040 feet has a climate which makes out- 
door life enjoyable throughout the year, 344 patients re- 
ceived treatment, 184 were discharged, 40 died and 120 
were still under treatment on June 30, 1901. 

With reference to the appointment of medical officers, 
it appears that while the percentage of candidates ap- 
proved by examining boards recently in session is 28.84 
as compared with 19.23 per cent. approved by the boards 
of former years, there has been no lowering of the stand- 
ard of qualifications. Many of the recent candidates 
were young men who had already proved their fitness as 
Volunteer or contract surgeons, hence the ratio of suc- 
cessful applicants was much higher among them than it 
was among those who appeared before the earlier boards. 
There were 387 contract surgeons employed during the 
year and 14 dental surgeons. 

Special attention was given during the year to the in- 
struction of men for the Hospital Corps at the Army 
General Hospital, Washington Barracks, D. C., at Fort 
McDowell, Cal., (Angel Island), and at Hospital No. 3, 
Manila, P. I. Most valuable work has been done. 

Thirty-nine thousand nine hundred and sixteen men 
were examined for enlistment, the ratio of acceptances 
being considerably smaller than usual, 56.32 per cent., 
against 70 per cent in 1897, 77.04 per cent. in 1898, and 
68.12 in 1899. The Army is becoming more and more vig- 
orous. The health of the Army has been unusually good. 
There was an increase in the ratios of death, discharges 
and sick report over those of 1897, when they touched the 
lowest level on record, due to the relatively large propor- 
tien of our force which served under bad war conditions 
in China and the Philippines. 

The troops serving in the United States exclusively 
had a ratio of 1510.97 of strength for admission to 
the sick report, last year, as against a ratio of 1677.51 
for the year preceding. The troops serving in the 
Philippines had an admission rate of 2621.96 last 
year as against a ratio of 2395.52 for the year before, 
the increase being due to disease among the Volunteers, 
their admission ratio having risen from 1859.21 to 
2761.70, while that of the regulars declined from 2454.10 
to 2197.73. Two-thirds of the admissions for disease re- 
sulted from malarial fever and diarrheal diseases. The 
death rate from all causes was 28.75 as against 30.58 the 
year before. The latest reports show that the health of 
the troops in the Philippines is steadily improving, and 
there is a progressive diminution in the non-efficiency of 
the command from disease and injury. 

The death rate among the American troops in China 
was 47.76 per 1000—23.62 from disease and 24.14 from 
injury. Conditions in Cuba show a remarkable im- 
provement, the death rate among our forces, from all 
causes, having fallen from 18.30 per 1000 in 1899 to 9.78 
last year. 

The condition of our troops in Porto Rico is even 
more gratifying. With a total force last year of 2180 
the death rate was only 5.05 per 1000 as against 11.27 in 
1899, which is lower than the lowest recorded rate for 
troops in our own country. 

The Surgeon General’s figures show that for tubercu- 
losis of the lungs the admission rate for the year was 
4.92 per 1000, which is considerably higher than the an- 
nual average for the preceding decade. The rate was 
higher among troops here in the United States—5.27— 
than among any of our commands operating elsewhere 
except that serving in China, in which it rose to 7.70. 
The lowest rate was in Cuba, where it was 3.80, while 
in Porto Rico it was 4.59. 

The admission rate last year for venereal diseases was 
133.97 per 1000 as against 133.00 for the year preceding. 
The increase of these diseases in the Philippines is pro- 
nounced. In April, 1901, they constituted 20.42 of the 
total sickness among the troops as compared with 8.97 in 
September, 1900. The health authorities of Manila have 
adopted measures to segregate and control the women of 
the town, and the military authorities have given orders 
for the inspection of the troops at regular intervals. 

The admission rate for alcoholism for the Army as a 
whole last year was 15.34 per 1000 as against 14.49 for 
the year before and an annual rate of 28.67 for the dec- 
ade preceding. The admissions for alcoholism among 
the regular troops have undergone a steady decline, fqll- 
ing from 41.41 in 1889 to 40.75 in 1890, to 40.10 in 1891 
to 37.25 in 1892, to 33.97 in 1893, to 30.94 in 1894, to 
30.11 in 1895, to 29.06 in 1896, and to 27.86 in 18%. 
Changed conditions in the Army beginning with the en- 
listment of a large Volunteer force for the Spanish War 
render further comparisons impossible. There is less 
drunkenness among troops in active service than in a 
command doing garrison duty in time of peace. In the 
Philippines the admission rate for alcoholism among the 
Regulars was 12.41 and among the Volunteers it was 8.68. 
The rate for our troops in China was 7.70. Military 
officers may be said to be unanimous in the opinion that 
the improving condition of the Army in the matter of 
alcoholism is the result of the establishment of the post 
exchange or canteen at military posts. 

The cases of insanity in the Army last year numbereu 
273, an annual rate of 2.72 per 1000. During the year 
1897 when all the troops of the United States were at 
home stations the admission rate for diarrheal diseases 
was 73.77 per 1000 with no deaths. Dysentery was then 
a rare and seldom fatal disease. In 1898, as a conse- 
quence of war service in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, the admission rate rose to 388.62 with a death 
rate of 1.45. In 1899 the admission rate had fallen to 
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980.69, but the death rate had risen to 2.14, while last 
year the admission rate increased to 465.01 and the death 
rate rose to 6.47. This marked increase was due to the 
exposure of a large proportion of the Army to the causes 
of diarrheal and dysenteric diseases in the Division of the 
philippines. Among the regulars engaged in those islands 
the admission rate was 488.25 and among the Volunteers 
it was 736.05. 

The highest admission rate for pneumonia among our 
troops was here in the United States, where it reached 
425 per 1,000, followed in China by 3.08, while in Cuba 
it was only 1.61, 2.29 in Porto Rico and 2.12 in the Phil- 


ippines. 








ON BEHALF OF THE ARTILLERY. 


Lieut. Col. John P. Story, Artillery Inspector, De- 
partment of the East, is an officer who has the courage of 
his convictions, and if the Artillery does not get what it 
needs and what it should have it will not be the fault 
of this able officer. In his annual report, dated July 30, 
1901, Colonel Story congratulates his corps upon at last 
securing a chief, but he rightly thinks he should have 
more rank in view of the importance of the work devolv- 
ing upon him. To this recommendation Colonel Ran- 
dolph will no doubt add “respectfully approved.” 

How to provide a sufficient number of men to operate 
the mining defenses of our harbors is the most important 
problem before the Artillery. Two hundred and one of- 
ficers and 2,700 soldiers are required for this work with 


5,000 laborers and boat crews to be temporarily employed 
at the time of the immediate planting. Raw recruits or 
volunteer artillery are not fitted for mining work. The 
present examination for officers does not include even an 
elementary knowledge of electricity and few if any of 
them will ever be =e for this work, and they could 
not all be spared for it without seriously crippling the 


Artillery. ivilian experts were employed during the 
War with Spain, but they are not subject to discipline. 
The advisability of creating volunteer organizations for 
mining service should receive early consideration if the 
Artillery is not to be increased. The civilians now in 
charge of mining material should be replaced by elec- 
trician sergeants and an increase of one for each harbor 


supplied. “A more unmethodical and uneconomical way 
of transacting public business than the present system, 
with its resultant confusion, cannot be iniagined. To 
unify and simplify the work now imposed npon officers 
responsible for artillery property is a reform that should 
be earnestly striven for. 

“It is gratifying to announce that the preparations for 
the test of mortars in Portland Harbor, Me., under the 
general direction of the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fication, and subject to the prescribed conditions of fire 
control and direction, are making satisfactory progress, 
and it is confidently expected that the trials will take 
place within the next month or two.” 

The tests of position finders and electric searchlights 
cannot be had at Fort Wadsworth this year owing to the 
lack of officers. The problem to be determined is the spe- 
cial type of the position finder adapted to each coast for- 
tification. A Board of Officers should be appointed to 
formulate the principles which should determine this. 

“The construction of quarters and the acquirement of 
the necessary land for the location of quarters at the 
new artillery posts in this Department have not madc 
satisfactory progress during the last year. ‘his unsatis- 
factory condition has existed for three years, and has 
been mentioned in my previous annual reports.” 

The discrimination against the Artillery in the matter 
of the selection of general officers has already continued 
too long and should be ended. Though it has over one- 
fourth the established strength of the line of the Army 
the Artillery has but one general officer out of 21 and 
his promotion is credited to his services in the Volun- 
teer Infantry. 

The established strength of the Artillery is not suf- 
ficient » furnish one relief for the armament already 
provided. 

“The non-commissioned officers, who act as gunners 
and gun commanders, or who are liable to other details 
pertaining to their grade, should have a practical knowl- 
edge of angle measuring instruments, the use of plotting 
boards, knowledge of sites and quadrants, the aiming and 
laying of guns, preparation of fuzes and ammunition, the 
use of difference charts and gun commander's range 
is recommended. An Artillery School of Mines 
for theoretical and practical instruction should be estab- 
lished and the Fort Monroe School for Electrician Ser- 
geants should be attached to it. 

The infantry have a voice in the selection of their 
arm as members of a board for that purpose. Why then 
should not the artillery have a voice in the adoption of 
the type of gun or carriage with which they are expected 
to serve and fight? ‘The artillery should be represented 
on the board for testing rifled cannon as established by 
law, by at least two members. The Artillery ought 
also to be represented at the Sandy Hook proving ground 
where all guns, carriages, ammunition and other material 
for coast artillery are tested. These details to represent 
the Artillery should be in addition to the details of of- 
ficers for ordnance duty authorized by recent legislation. 
Friel artillery with its material ought first to be tested 
at the Sandy Hook proving ground for strength of con- 


scales, 


struction, in the usual proof and ballistic trials, and 
again fully tested under service conditions, as near as 
may be, at the Field Artillery School, Fort Riley, Kan., 
before adoption into the service. 


“The initiative of the present Chief of Engineers in 
having an Artiliery officer appointed as a member of the 
Board of Engineers to participate in its deliberations, 
and in the determination of the fortifications and arma- 
men! best adapted to the coast defense is in pleasing and 
marked contrast to the attitude of the Ordnance Depart- 
nen’ to the Artillery Corps. - 

“It is very desirable that an insensitive high explosive 
should be found capable of being fired through heavy 
armor without exploding, and it is understood that grati- 
fyiig progress is being made in that direction. 

“During the active practice season at fortifications 
where more than one company or battery of Artillery are 
present, all details which separate a soldier from his com- 
pany should be suspended for at least one calendar 
month, so that at all drills all men of the company ex- 
cept the guard and sick shall be present. During the tar- 
get practice all men of the company except the sick 
Should be present.” $ ‘ 

There should be 13 boards for the Artillery, which has 
a force equivalent to 13 regiments. There should be a 
single supply bureau to furnish all of the Artillery equip- 
amet needed at posts, or a depot from which they could 
© supplied. 

( clonal Story criticises a regiment of volunteer artil- 


lery stationed at forts during the war with Spain be- 
cause its field o and s were either encamped 
yond the sound of the guns or stationed where they could 
not have command. 

“Any plan or organization which, in the event of hos- 
tilities, must sequester its superior officers is not to be 
wholly commended. . 

“In Great Britain, as with us, the regular artill is 
insufficient, and this deficiency is supplemented by volun- 
teer artillery organizations which are borne on } 
lists with the regular artillery; much care and attention 
have been devoted to their instruction, and it has - 
erally been assumed, especially in this country, where 
little is known of them beyond their name, that they have 
proved the value of such artillery. 

“The following suggestion is offered: Militia organi- 
zations of artillery shall go into camp yearly for a speci- 
fied number of days. While in camp the officers and men 
shall receive pay from the United States. During the 
encampment soldiers and officers shall be under the ob- 
servation and inspection of regular artillery officers and 
upon the report of these officers the Secretary of War 
will decide if the organization shall be encamped the en- 
suing year. By this means the War Department will 
have a sufficient record as to the measure of efficiency of 
these troops if they are needed for active service. he 
Regular Artillery will give a cordial co-operation to any 
scheme which will provide an efficient auxiliary force as 
a reserve to be called into service in time of war.” 

It is suggested that lieutenants should be retired at 
40 as captains, and eaptains at 55 as majors. 

“Such a plan, if carried into effect, would give younger 
and more efficient officers for the lower grades, and be 
equitable to the officers retired. Such a scheme can be 
put into operation without serious opposition, at a time 
when its effects belong to the future and not to the pres- 
ent. Such a retired list would become a reserve list from 
which officers might be utilized for school, recruiting and 
other details, which now remove so many officers from 
their company duties as to seriously impair the efficiency 
of the service.”

The naval estimates for the fiscal year 1902-3 amount

1902. The increase in the estimates for 1903 over the 
amount appropriated for 1902 for the same purposes was 
as follows: Pay of the Navy, $1,297,915; emergency 
fund, $50,000; Bureau of Navigation, $289,646.25; Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, $1,303,100; Bureau of Equipment, 
$1,003,200; Bureau of Yards and Docks, $129,325; pub- 
lic works, Bureau of Yards and Docks, $17,947,375; 
public works, Bureau of Navigation, 365.530; 
public works, Bureau of Ordnance, $1,265,700; public 
works, Bureau of Equipment, $747,800; Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, $95,000; Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, $826,652; Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
$2,600,000; Bureau of Steam Engineering : 
Naval Academy, $36,590.32; Marine Corps, ,600.46; 
increase of Navy, $2,000,000; total, $31,148,534.03. The 
amount recommended for increase of the Navy is $23,- 
703,010, or $1,696,990 less than last year. There is an 
increase of $2,000,000 in armament and a decrease of 
$3,696,990 for machinery. The largest single increase 
is in the estimate for work in the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. Last year the appropriation for this purpose 
was $6,775,010, while the estimate for the new year 
is $20,781,375. The estimate for the Naval Academy 
improvements is $1,500,000, half the amount of last 
year’s appropriation. 
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With the progress of the Schley Court of Inquiry the 
public has been profoundly impressed with the alertness, 
fairness and dignity with which Admiral Dewey has con- 
ducted its proceedings. The judicial spirit which has dis- 
tinguished his rulings, his zealous regard for the legal 
rights of the persons concerned in the inquiry and the 
promptness with which the work of the tribunal has been 
carried forward have altogether given the country a new 
sense of the breadth, poise and energy of the Admiral’s 
character. His manner throughout the proceedings has 
shown a clear knowledge of the law governing the case 
and a single desire to render justice to all parties, and so 
faithfully and zealously is he devoting himself to that 
purpose that the country may await the result in per- 
fect confidence that it will be rignt. Forty of our col- 
umns have been occupied with the proceedings of the 
Court, and we have been obliged to add thirty columns 
in extra sheets to our usual twenty-four pages to make 
room for it without depriving our readers of their usual 
variety of reading. Incidentally it has furnished an 
interesting description of the naval battle of Santiago, 
and the events immediately preceding it, from the point 
of view of the officers participating in it, from cadets 
to captains, and it has given an inside view of naval 
methods more interesting at times to the spectators 
than profitable to the particinvants. 


The Navy Department has finally received all of the 
reports of the Examining Board appointed to determine 
the fitness of seamen and others for appointment as war- 
rant machinists in the Navy. It will be remembered 
that there are fifty vacancies now existing in that grade 
and, because of the prospects afforded to one holding such 
a position, there have been a much larger number of ap- 
plicants than there were vacancies. On the whole the 
results of the examinations are encesiingty satisfactory 
and there have been more applicants who have qualified 
than there are yacancies. e entire report of the ex- 
aminations will be submitted to the Secretary of the 
Navy Oct. 19. The names of those appointed will be an- 
nounced later. 
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Although there is no order to require Army officers 
on duty at the War Department to wear uniform while 
so engaged, the example set by Adjutant General Corbin 
since his return from the Orient of siwere appearing in 
uniform at his office is being gradually adopted by other 
officers attached to the department. In most if not in 
all foreign Armies officers are required to wear their uni- 
forms while on duty, no matter whether such dutv is in 
the field or elsewhere, and it is understood that the Sec- 
retary of War believes that the same custom should pre- 
vail in our own. 





PROCEEDINGS OF THE SOHLEY COURT. 


The principal witness before the Schley Court of In- 
quiry on Friday, Oct. 11, was Capt. French E. Chad- 


‘wick, Admiral Sampson’s Chief of Staff at the time of the 


Santiago fight. Others were Lieut. Adelbert Ailthouse, 
Lieut. Theo. G. Dewey, nephew of the Admiral, Lieut. 
Francis Boughter, Lieut. Ernest L. Bennett and Lieut. 
Chas. C. Marsh. 

Rear Admiral Taylor, who was called to correct his 
testimony, further testified that he had no information 
whatever as to the coming of the Spaniards out of Santi- 
ago harbor until they made their appearance July 3. He 
received no message from the Vixen concerning the 
smoke coming out of the harbor. He did not remember 
that any one on his vessel observed this smoke. 

Capt. Lemly read from a report by Capt. Merrill Mil- 
ler, dated in 1898, to show that the stadimeter was un- 
reliable at over 800 yards. In one case the writer no- 
ticed an error of 200 yards in a 1,000 yards measurement. 

Lieut. Althouse detailed the movements of the Massa- 
chusetts in connection with the Fiying uadron, he 
being her watch and division officer. He d that the 
vessels lay six to ten miles out at night, going nearer in 
the daytime. Only three minutes were occupied by the 
Massachusetts in passing the entrance to the harbor dur- 
ing the attack on the Colon, and only two shots were 
fired. The ———- was given at 7,000 yards, but the shots 
salon, shart. this was increased to 8,500 yards and then 
to 10, yards. The reconnoissance sa ied him that 
the land batteries were very weak. The instructions 
were to sink the Colon, and his fire was directed against 

er. 

Capt. Lemly introduced next this despatch from Com- 
modore Schley, dated June 3: “‘ Reconnoissance was in- 
tended principally to injure and destroy the Colon. The 
fire was returned without delay by the heavy batteries 
to the east and to the west entrance, large calibre, long 
range; reconnoissance ete ny | satisfactorily the pres- 
ence of the Spanish squadron lyi behind near 
inner fort, as they fired over hill at random. Quite 
satisfied the Spanish fleet is there.”’ 

Lieut. Dewey, formerly watch officer on the Massachu- 
setts, placed the distance of the Flyin uadron from 
the Santiago harbor from six to elgh les day and 
night. There was no formation of the vessels. He heard 
of no orders for attack in case the enemy came out, and 
he did not think that they would have been seen owing to 
the darkness and the distance from the harbor, unless 
they showed lights. He was called to the pilot house 
with the other turret officers by Commodore Schley, 
informed of his purpose to have a “try” at the Colon 
and that the speed would be ten knots. Witness re- 
marked at the time that he thought that was giving 
very little chance at the Colon range was first 
7,000 yards under orders, then 9,500 yards, but all of the 
shots fell short. No shots from e Colon came near 
them, but two or three shots from the batteries fell about 
them. He thought that the largest calibred guns the 
——- had were 6-inch guns. 

n reply to a question by the Court witness stated that 
he was ordered to direct his fire on the Colon, not on 
the batteries, on May 31. 

Lieut. Boughter, watch and division officer on the 
Marblehead during the blockade, stated that his vessel 
was on picket duty three miles off shore. He could not 


. say how far outside the squadron was, and he could not 


see the ships after nightfall. 

The Court asked: “Was the Marblehead in such posi- 
tion at night, while on picket duty off Santiago, that the 
enemy's vessels would have been seen had they attempt- 
ed to leave the harbor?” 

“That would depend on a great many circumstances, 
the state of the weather, the course they took, and their 
success in keeping their ships dark and quiet." 

Admiral Dewey—The Marblehead was on picket duty. 
Could she have seen the enemy coming out? 

“If the enemy kept close to shore, and we were three 
miles off during most of the time, we could not have 
seen them; if the enemy had stood south from the. en- 
trance, which would have placed them about four miles 
off, we could not have seen them, provided they kept 
reasonably dark and quiet.” 

Mr. Rayner tried to ascertain of what use the picket 
was under these circumstances, but got no satis- 
factory reply. The witness estimated the distances, but 
did not measure them. He had received no general or- 
ders as to distances, the captain ous. them from time to 
time. He had not informed Capt. McCalla, his command- 
ing officer, that he feared the enemy might escape, as he 
supposed he knew it. 

Lieut. Marsh, Admiral Sampson's former fi lieuten- 
ant, testified that the “Dear Schley” letter had n sent 
by the Dupont, May 20, his conclusion being based on the 
order in which the letters were copied, and other rec- 
crds corroborative of this which were produced. A des- 
patch of May 21, saying that the Spanish squadron was 
“probably at Santiago,”” had been forwarded by the 
Marblehead. 

This is the dispatch dated at Key West, in which Ad- 
miral Sampson said to Commodore Schiey: “If you are 
satisfied that they (the enemy) are not at Cienfu 
proceed to Santiago,”’ &c. He also identified a de tech o 
May 21, urging the Commodore to get away from Clenfue- 
gos before daylight of May 23, as the “Spanish would 
probably be still at Santi ." The latter despa he 
said, had been written after the despatch from Key 
West of the same date. 

He did not think it possible that the “ Dear Schley” 
letter could have been sent on an earlier date than this 
letter of May 19, transmitting the McCalla memorandum, 
the McCalla memorandum being press copied in the 
book on a prior page. 

In cross-examining the witness Mr. Rayner said that 
counsel for Admiral Schley would admit the receipt of 
ene copy of the McCalla memorandum, but that there 
was dispute as to the other copies. He tried to get the 
witness to say that the Iowa had carried a duplicate of 
the “Dear Schley’ letter, but he would not do so. He 
held, however, to the statement that the McCalla memcr- 
andum had been carried in duplicate by both the Dupont 
and the Iowa. He had no written evidence that either 
the Hawk or the Marblehead had carried the memoran- 
dum. 

Mr. Rayner questioned the witness at some length on 


this point, saying: “I want to call your attention 
to this: Despatch No. 8 was received on Mey 23 
It is in evidence here that the Hawk 


by the Hawk. 
earried No. 8 to Commodore Schley, and this letter com- 
mences: ‘In reply to your letter No. 8, I would state,’ 
and so on. Then it says: ‘ Regarding inclosed informa- 
tion from McCalla.’ Now, don’t that refresh your mem- 
ory upon the point that, when he received No. 8 from 
the Hawk, he received with it the inclosed information 
from Capt. McCalla, which is the memorandum?” 

“He probably did. He might have received it 
a dozen times. That was not the first time it was sent. 

“Does not that settle it that he got it from the 
Hawk?” 

“T do not know that it necessarily does.” 


TESTIMONY OF CAPT. FRENCH E. CHADWICK. 


Captain Chadwick testified that Capt. McCalla arrived 
off the reefs of Key West at noon, May 19, and spent ' 
some time with Admiral Sampson and the witness in the 
cabin of the New York. He afterwards came on deck and 
reported to Capt. Chadwick that he had made an ar- 
rangement with the Cubans off Cienfuegos by which they 
could communicate with the ships. He said he did not 
eare to have anything said about it, as he was going 
back the next day, and his probably would be the first 
ship there. He was accidentally delayed at Key West by 
his inability to get coal and water until 
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so that, instead of leaving on the 20th, he left on the 2ist. 

He did not reduce them to writing lest the Spaniards 
might get hold of them and make trouble for the Cu- 
bans. itness could not remember positively that he 
had communicated the signals to anybody, not even 
Capt. Evans. The signals were not communicated to 
Commodore Schley because Capt. McCalla said he was 
going back the next day at once, and would give them 
to ail the ships off Cienfuegos himself. 

Commodore Schley left Key West about three hours 
before Capt. McCalla arrived there. Witness said: ‘‘ He 
had béen informed that Capt. McCalla would form a part 
of his squadron. I don't remember any conversation. 
Commodore Schiey was on board the New York on the 
afternoon of the 18th until 4 o’clock, and, as he was 
going to Cienfuegos the next morning, I supposed he 
would give the information.” 

‘““My only distinct recollection in regard to a conver- 
sation with Commodore Schley was Commodore Schley’s 
statement to the Admiral that he desired to be perfectly 
loyal. He said that ne was very pleased to be_under his 
command, and that he could be assured that he should be 
entirely loyal in all his conduct.” 

““We anchored at Key West a little before 4 o'clock 
on the afternoon of the 14th of May and found Commo- 
dore Schley’s squadron there. He came cn board in the 
Vixen. I was present there the whole time he was there. 
In the cabin the only persons who were present per- 
manently, so to speak, were Admiral Sampson, Commo- 
dore Schley and myself. There were some different per- 
sons coming and going. 1 remember Comm.dore Schley 
spoke in my presence, and I think to myself, as he was 
leaving the ship, saying: ‘You cannot blockade those 
ships in there if they want to come out.’” 

Witness had no recollection of receiving information 
from any source that Cervera’s fleet was going to make 
a grand sortie from the harbor of Santiago on July 3. 

On cross-examination Capt. Chadwick said he remem- 
bered very well a telegram of congratulation sent to 
Commodore Schley by Commodore Sampson because he 
protested against it, and Sampson said: “I want to en- 
courage him.’”’ Capt. Chadwick thought that under the 
circumstances the telegram was improper. This was the 
telegram: ‘‘Congratulate you on success. Maintain close 
blockade at all hazards, especially at night. Very little to 
fear from torpedo boat destroyers. Coal in open sea 
whenever conditions permit. Send a ship to examine 
Guantanamo with view to occupying it as base, coaling 
one heavy ship at a time. Appraise captured coal, use it 
if desired, and afterward send ship in as prize.” 

Mr. Rayner stated that the statement of witness that 
he protested against the congratulation was purely volun- 
tary and not necessary in response to his inquiry, which 
was whether he recollected the despatch. 

A question as to whether witness met Admiral Watson 
at this time and had a conversation with him was ruled 
out, as conversations were not wanted by the Court. The 
question whether witness had at any time approved of 
Commodore Schley’s blockade was also ruled out. 

Mr. Rayner—You have stated and it has been in testi- 
mony here, that this signal code with the Cuban insur- 
gents was not made known to Commodore Schley. Have 
you not fallen into slight error in point of time? Did 
not the Flying Squadron leave Key West before Capt. 
McCalla got to Key West, and have you_not inadver- 
tently fallen into error in point of time? You could not 
have given Commodore Schley the information because 
you did not have it until Capt. McCalla got there. Is not 
that the reason? 

The witness admitted that this was so. 

“Capt. Evans has testified here that he knew it. Could 
you give me the source from which he derived his in- 
formation? "’ 

“I do not remember speaking of it to Capt. Evans, 
nor that I told him to communicate it to Schiey. When 
McCalla came in it was expected that his ship would 
reach Cienfuegos about the same time as the lowa and 
the Dupont, and McCalla said he would carry the sig- 
nal agreement back with him. That signal was really 
for the benefit of the Cubans, and the McCalla memoran- 
dum was full and explicit in that regard. If I may ex- 
plain a little further, by the afternoon of the next day 
or the afternoon of the day after McCalla came in, infor- 
mation was received cf the arrival of the Spanish squad- 
ron in Santiago. So that any question of the insurgent 
Cvbans ahout Cienfuegos dropped out of sight.”’ 

Capt. Chadwick stated that the information that Cer- 
vera was at Santiago came from a telegraph operator 
in Havana, who put himself in communication with Key 
West once a day about 6 o'clock. It was first received 
by Capt. Allen, in charge of the telegraph office at Key 
West, on the 20th, and he waited to have it confirmed 
the next day. He informed Lieut. Staunton, who was in 
Key West, at noon on the 20th, that this information had 
come over night from Havana.” 

“The Admiral then telegraphed the department prac- 
tically a paraphrase of this letter No. 7?” 

“This dispatch and the telegram to the department 
paraphrasing it were prepared on the night of the 19th, 
and were sent that night, I think. At noon of the 20th 
Lieut. Staunton saw Capt. Allen in Key West, and Staun- 
ton was again sent to Key West and came back with the 
Spomenpee from Capt. Allen that the Spanish fleet was 
there.”’ 

“Then the doubt in Admiral Sampscn's mind was re- 
moved, and he then wrote a dispatch to be sent by 
the Marblehead, which we were expecting to get off 
hourly. She, however, was delayed, and the flagship got 
under way at 4 o’cleck in the morning of the 2Ist and 
went over to Havana. From there, as there was the 
possibility of a longer delay in the Marblehead's depar- 


ture than was expected, he sent the Eagie and the 
Hawk with a copy of this despatch, and a supplementary 
dispatch to Commodore Schley, also with verbal instruc- 


tions to the commanding officer of the Hawk to move at 
once toward Santiago.” 

“Is this the despatch you refer to, No. 8? On the 
2ist the following instructions were written at Key West 
for Commodore Schley and sent at 3 A. M. to the Marble- 
head to be delivered with all despatch: ‘Spanish squad- 
ron probably at Santiago de Cuba, four ships and three 
torpedo-boat destroyers. If you are satisfied they are 
not at Cienfuegos proceed with all dispatch, but cau- 
tiously, to Santiago de Cuba,’ &c. Is that the despatch 
that was sent to Commodore Schley after the doubt was 
removed in the mind of Admiral Sampson where the 
Spanish fleet was?’”’ 

aot 

“You have stated that he became certain on this 
subject? ”’ 

“He became assured, or, at least, my impression is that 
he felt assured after the reception of the second word 
from Capt. Allen in regard to the matter. That was on 
the evening of the 20th.” 

“Was that an assurance, may I ask you, of whether 
the Srenrich fleet was at Santiago or whether it had gone 
into Santiago?”’ 

“At Santiago.” 

“Does it state anything about having gone in and come 
out?”’ 

“No. That they were there.” 

A second attempt was made by Mr. Stayton, counsel for 
Admiral Sampson, on Friday, Oct. 11, to secure permis- 
sion to represent the Admiral before the Schley Court or 
Inquiry, but the Court decided that this was inadmissible 
as Admiral Sampson was not a party to the inquiry. 


PROCEEDINGS OF SATURDAY, OCT. 12. 

The cross-examination of Capt. Chadwick was con- 
tinued on Saturday. He testified that he first learned of 
the existence of dispatch No. 8, the telegram of congratu- 
lation to Commodore Schley, when it was sent on the 
Marblehead. Witness did not read it until the answer 
to it was brought by the Hawk when the New York was 
at a point between Havana and Cape Francis in the 
vicinity of Cape Pedros. He had the blockade of Cien- 
fuegos partially in mind when he protested against send- 


ing the congratulatory dispatch. Capt. Chadwick wrote 
an answer to one of Mr. Rayner’s questions, but tore 


it up when objection was made. 

redirect examination Mr. Hanna Beene out the 
information that the telegram of congratulation to Com- 
modore Schley had been based pf&rtially upon the cap- 
ture of a collier with coal for the Spanish fleet, which 
capture was made by Capt. Sigsbee. 

Capt. Chadwick also said that he had drafted Admiral 
Sampson's seccnd despatch of May 21, the one sent from 
Havana, and while the dispatch from Key West, desig- 
nated as No. 8, was sent at 3 o'clock, the second was 
sent between 5 and 6 o'clock. 

Admiral Sampson’s official report made at Guantanamo 
Bay, Aug. 3, 1998, was here put in evidence. 

Lieut. Commander Sidney A. Staunton related the par- 
ticulars of receiving through Capt. Allen, of the Army 
Signal Corps, the dispatch from a telegraph operator in 
Havana, stating that Cervera’s fleet had entered Santiago 
harbor, May 19. Capt. Allen insisted that this informa- 
tion should be confined to the Commander-in-Chief and 
his staff. The next morning, May 21, the fleet proceeded 
to the blockade of Havana, Admiral Sampson being 
satisfied that the information concerning the presence 
of the fleet at Santiago was correct. The Admiral accord- 
ingly had called up the Hawk and forwarded his dis- 
patches to Commodore Schley. 

This was the memorandum that accompanied despatch 
No. 8, conveyed by the Hawk which left at 6:30 P. M., 
May 21, about 3 hours after the Havana despatch was 
received. 

Mr. Rayner—Was not the Hawk the first vessel that 
earried that memorandum? 

“To the best of my knowledge the Hawk wus the 
first and only vessel that carried that memorandum?” 
replied the witness. 

“The Hawk left on May 21, and the first information 
you had was about 8.30 or 9 o’clock on the 20th. When did 
ee this second confirmatory information you speak 


“I got it on shore at Key West about 7 o'clock on the 
evening of May 20.” 

“Then the confirmatory dispatch, as I understand it, 
was received some twenty-four hours before the Hawk 
left with this memorandum to Commodore Schley. Is 
that right?” 

“Yes, at Key West, and the Hawk was sent from 
Havana.”’ 

“Then I understand that between the time that the 
Hawk carried this information to Commodore Schley at 
dusk on the evening of May 21 and the time when this 
dispatch was sent from the Bahama Channel on the 26th, 
there was no communication between Admiral Sampson 
and Commodore Schley in reference to the Spanish squad- 
ron at Santiago. Was there?” 

“There was no opportunity for any.” 

He then quoted the dispatch of May 27 as the first 
positive knowledge conveyed to Commodore Schley of 
the presence of the fleet at Santiago. This dispatch was 


as follows: 
U. S&S. Flagship New York, 
St. Nicholas Channel, May 27, 1898. 
Sir: Every report and particularly daily confidential re- 
ports received at Key West from Havana state Spanish 
squadron has been in Santiago de Cuba from the 19th to 
the 25th inst., inclusive, the 25th being the date of the 
last report received. You will please proceed with all 
possible dispatch to Santiago to blockade that port. If 
on arrival there you receive positive information of the 
Spanish ships having left you will follow them in pur- 
suit. Very respectfully, 
W. T. SAMPSON. 


Mr. Rayner stated that Commodore Schley did not 
receive this despatch until June 10. 

Mr. Hanna asked witness if he knew the reason for the 
lapse of five or six days between the sending of dis- 
patches by the Hawk and the Wasp. To this inquiry Mr. 
Rayner objected, and there was quite a prolonged argu- 
ment on the part of counsel on both sides as to the ad- 
missibility of the question which was finally disallowed. 

Capt. Lemly introduced as a part of the record two 
letters from Commodore Schley to Admiral Sampsen, both 
dated May 23, 1898, the first saying that he was by no 
means satisfied that the Spanish squadron was not at 
Cienfuegos, and the second telling of the information he 
had received through the British steamer Adula. He 
said that he presented them because they bear upon this 
matter of the receipt of dispatches. 

Lieut. Nathan C. Twining next testified to matters 
already fully enlarged upon. 

There was no afternoon session on Saturday, and the 
time of the morning session was largely occupied with 
disputes between counsel which reached the danger line 
when Capt. Lemly suggested that Mr. Rayner was not 
accurate in his statement—was, indeed, very inaccurate. 
To this Mr. Rayner responded in effect, ‘‘You’re an- 
other,’’ saying also: “If he states that outside the 
court, I will say it is false.” 

Capt. Lemly—If he states that outside the court, it is 
another matter, but if he states it in the court it is highly 
improper. 

Mr. Rayner also suggested that Capt. Lemly had more 
temper than was becoming a Judge Advocate. The in- 
cident was closed by Admiral Dewey's offering a sooth- 
ing statement to the effect that. he thought Captain 
Lemly’s statement should be accepted by Mr. Rayner 
as a Suitable apology, and before the discussion could be 
renewed he announced the Court adjourned. 


SESSION OF MONDAY, OCT 14. 


Lieut. Commander Staunton, who returned to correct 
his testimony, stated that the information obtained from 
the telegraph operator in Havana May 2, concerning 
the presence of the Spanish fleet, at Santiago, was not 
considered sufficient at that time to cause a change 
in the plan that had already been adopted. 
for both sides. Capt. Cook testified that the subject of 
coaling was early considered even before leaving Key 
West. At Cienfuegos gun firing was heard and it was 
believed Cervera was there. The earthworks were not 
fired on as it was not considered wise to expend ammuni- 
tion unnecessarily. The impression was the whole 
beach was occupied. Signal lights were seen on shore on 
May 22. Witness said that in the discussion that took 
place on the ship, in which he thought the Commodore 
tcok part, it was considered pretty clear evidence that 
the lights were a signal of some kind to assist Cervera 
and that he certainly was in there. Capt. Cook said 
ee Schley felt doubly sure that he had them 

ere. 

Concerning the arrival of the Iowa and the Dupont 
off Cienfuegos, Capt. Cook said they had brought de- 
spatches, and he had gathered from conservation with 
Commodore Schley, after their receipt, that it was the 
idea of both Sampson and Schley that they should con- 
tinue to hold Cienfuegos. He did not, he said, recall the 
receipt of the McCalla memorandum mentioning a landing 
place near Cienfuegos. After reading the despatch he 
said: “I never saw or heard of it. It may have been 
to but if I had seen it, I certainly would remem- 

er it.’’ 

In this connection he said that while he was not form- 
ally appointed as chief of staff to Commodore Schley, 
he had often acted in that capacity, and the Commodore 
had, he said, always communicated very freely with him. 

The witness thus described the interview between Capt. 
McCalla and Commodore Schley: 

“We talked on various subjects at first. I think Capt. 
McCalla informed him he had material for the insurgents, 
and he added that he was going to communtcate with the 
insurgent camp. We brought up the question about the 
camp, and where it was, and then the Commodore said 
to him: ‘We have seen three peculiar lights, one ahead 
of the other, here, but we cannot make out what they 
are, and I believe it is something in connection with the 


le 


Spanish fleet.’ Capt. McCalla gave a start, threw up 
hands, and said: ‘That is the signal from the ieee 


camp. They want to communicate with you,’ and addeg 
‘Well, I can go there and find out at once." The Com- 
modore told him to go, to get off as soon as possible, 


and added, ‘You can send a boat across and let me know 
as soon as possible.’ 

‘When the subject of coaling came up again Capt. Me. 
Calla said: ‘You need not be at all concerned about me. 
I will get coal if there is any coal to be obtained.’ The 
arrival of the steamer Adula from Jamaica and her report 
that the Spanish fleet had gone into Santiago and hag 
left on the 19th seemed to confirm the Commodore's idea 
that they had reached Cienfuegos. It was a suspicious 
craft.” 

The steamer did not come out. That confirmed him 
still more that they were there. Then the Eagle re. 
ported that it had communicated with the insurgent 
camp and that the Spanish squadron was not at Cien. 


fuegos. 
Speaking of the coal supply of the vessels of the Fly. 
ing Squadron while at Cienfuegos Capt. Cook said that 


his only anxiety was concerning the Texas, whose supply 
was light. It had been found difficult to coal that ship 
on account of its sponsons. He said in this connection 
that Commodore Schley had always been persistent in 
keeping the ships as full of coal as possible, availing him. 
self of every opportunity to take on fresh supplies. Wit. 
ness had not been especially anxious about the coaj 
supply*of the Brooklyn. Capt. Cook said he recalled the 
arrival of the despatch boat Hawk on May 24 with 
despatches. He was told that the information was to 
the effect that the Spanish fleet was in Santiago, ‘‘but,” 
he said, “I was not yaa 4 impressed with that fact, 
as I had heard it before.”’ e was, however, told that 
this information was more positive than any which had 
yet been brought. The Commodore, he said, had told 
him that the Hawk had brought orders to the effect that 
the squadron should proceed to Santiago if he (the Com- 
modore) was satisfied that the Spaniards were not at 
Cienfuegos, but, he said, Commodore Schley had said, 
“I am not satisfied that they are not here. I still be- 
lieve that they are here.” 

“If satisfied that the Spaniards were at Cienfuegos, 
why did you leave there?” asked Mr. Hanna. 
we of McCalla’s report from the insurgents on 
shore.” 

Describing the departure of the Flying Squadron for 
Santiago, the witness said the run on the night of the 
24th was fairly gocd. The next day the weather was 
squally and stormy, with a sea which was ‘“‘moderate to 
rough.”’ On the 26th the weather moderated, but there 
was a “long and nasty sea,” with the ships rolling a 
good deal. They had been compelled to slow up in order 
to accommodate the Eagle. 

There was, he said, considerable talk on the part of the 
Commodore concerning the coal supply, he feeling that 
if the then present expenditure was to continue it would 
not continue long. He was still especially, concerned 
about the Texas, and had said to him (Capt. -Cook) that 
“We must keep the ships in fighting trim.’’ They had 
consulted charts, locking for a place fit for coaling 
Finally they hit upon Gonaives Bay and had decided 
to lay a course for that point. ‘The idea,” he said, ‘‘was 
that we should proceed in the direction of Santiago 
and that if we found the sea such that we could coal 
we would immediately institute the blockade, but if not 
practicable to do that we would proceed to Gonaives 
Bay and coal there.” 

“What. if anything, did you say to the Commodore 
after he started toward San a 

“I think I said: ‘You decided wisely.’ " 

“Did you say: ‘I congratulate you’'?”’ 

“I don’t remember. I may or may not. 
a subject of congratulation.”’ 


THE RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 


Capt. Cook related im some detail the occurrences of 
May 26, 27 and 28, including the retrograde movement 
from a position south of Santiago toward Key West 
and the return of the fleet to the vicinity of Santiago 
on the evening of May 28. This period also covered 
the meeting with the Harvard and the scout boats St 
Paul, Minneapolis and Yale. Referring to the retrograde 
movement, Capt. Cook said that he had not been con- 
sulted with reference to it, and speaking of the visit on 
board the Brooklyn of Capt. Sigsbee of the St. Paul, he 
said that officer had brought the Cuban pilot Nunez 
aboard. In reply to an inquiry from Commodore Schley 
as to whether he had information concerning the Span- 
iards, Nunez replied that he had been up near the en- 
trance of Santiago Harbor and had seen nothing of the 
Spanish fleet. 

Capt. Cook also related the details of the orders to 
the Yale to take the collier Merrimac in tow because the 
collier was disabled. Coming to the incident of May 27 
and the return movement to Santiago, Mr. Hanna asked: 

“What took place to delay the ‘westerly movement 
there?” 

The witness replied: “It was the attempts to get the 
line to the Merrimac. We were waiting for the Yale to 
take the Merrimac in tow.” 

Capt. Cook said that he and Admiral Schley watched 
the weather closely, and on the evening of May 27, the 
weather having moderated, witness said that he re- 
marked to Commodore Schley he believed they could 
coal. The Commodore, the witness said, jevidently 
u.ought so himself, and made signal for them to coal. 

The Marblehead commenced coaling at once. Signa! 
was made to the Texas. That was the only ship they 
were particularly anxious about, so the Texas was sig- 
nalled to coal, and the answer came back that she would 
try. They succeeded in coaling. 

The witness said that when he suggested coaling, the 
Commodore had evidently come to the same conciusioa 
because he had already given the order to coal. Pressed 
as to whether the order to the Texas to coal was given 
before or after their conversation, witness said he 
really could not say. 

Mr. Hanna—So that when the sea became smooth on 
the evening of the 27th— 

Witness—I did not say “smooth,”’ I said the sea was 
better. There was always a long swell there. . 

“This matter of coaling ships at sea is not a very 
easy matter under any conditions, is it, Captain, so fa 
as you know?” 

“No; I think not. Our experience changed our opinions 
a good deal, but I must say that in all coaling down there 
I never did see as bad sea as we had there. We never 
had anything like it afterward, according to my recollec 
tion, a sea that was so troublesome for a collier to g? 
alongside.”’ 

“On what date?” 

“The 25th. The 24th I do not think it was practicab 
to coal. It was a bad day. 
the 27th there was a bad sea. I think possibly if t 
Texas had attempted the trial a little before on the Zt 
she could not have done so.” 

Concerning the blockade at Santiago Capt. Cook s 
that Commodore Schley’s constant idea was that th 


I think it was 


vessels should be kept well supplied with coal and kept 


moving constantly, as his theory was that the Spanii 
fleet would come out of the harbor. 

“Why was the circular blockade not adopted?” Mf 
Hanna asked. 

“There are many forms of blockade, and I have nothing 
but praise for the circular blockade,” replied the wit 
ness, “but the idea was to get the Spaniards to come ovt 
and to have our ships moving and ready for action.” 

“What were your orders of battle from May 19 
June 1?” 

“We did not have any. The fleet was always in conél- 
tion for action.” 

a you call that a battle order?” 

“It is possible to have an order for battle if you kno¥ 
just what conditions you are going to meet. The idé 
with us was to be able to fight the Spanish fleet whe 
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ever we should meet it. I think that was understood by 
all. I certainly so understood it.’’ 

“If the fleet had come out of the harbor previous to 
June 1 what would you have done?” 

aut would have obeyed the orders of the commanding 
officer. 

“Were the fighting ships always in order for battle?” 

“I always supposed they were; the Brooklyn was al- 
ways in excellent order.”’ 

The witness said he was not on deck when the fleet 
came out of Santiago Harbor on July 3, when they were 
urst sighted. At that time he was in the cabin. 

“Had you any intimation the night before that the 
fleet was coming out?” 

“No; I turned in the night before about midnight, 
feeling rather the other way, all hope of their coming 
out having been given up.” 

Describing the battle Capt. Cook said: ‘‘We were to 
the westward. The entrance, to us, was about northeast 
by north. The fleet came out south and turned as they 
left the entrance to four points southwest, so that they 
turned in our direction. When | first got on deck the 
helm had been starboarded, heading a little to the north- 
ward. When I saw the fleet they were heading to the 
southwest, and seemed to be coming straight to the in- 
terval between the Texas and the Brooklyn. I went in 
the conning tower and directed the helmsman. I told him 
what I wanted to do was to keep straight for the fleet. 
They wavered a little. Sometimes they turned one way, 
and then another. We shifted helm once or twice, but 
very little, indeed, and, finally, when we were getting up 
fairly close—say between 1,500 and 2,000 yards—it seemed 
to me clear that they wanted to pass between the Texas 
and the Brooklyn. 

“The Texas was well on our starboard hand, and she 
was headed to the northward and westward. Al! ships 
were carrying ,out the instructions of the Commander 
in Chief, and that was to head in for the entrance. We 
were well to the westward and headed to the northeast. 
When I saw that, I ported the helm, perhaps half way 
over. he was swinging starboard very rapidly. The 
Spanish fleet was coming straight for this interval. I 
stepped out of the tower on the port side to get a good 
look at this fleet, to see just what they were going to 
do as to our relative positions, and I saw they evidently 
put helms hard aport and were turning to the westward. 

“We were then turning very rapidly to starboard with 
port helm, and we had turned, i think, almost to the 
east. The Texas was well on our starboard side. I then 
gave the order ‘Hard aport’ to the helmsman, ran 
through the opening between the shield and the conning 
tower to the other side on purpose to see our own fleet 
and our relative positions. Quicker than I could tell it 
the Commodore called to me, ‘Cook, hard aport,’ or ‘Is 
your helm aport.’ I answered. ‘ The helm is hard aport, 
turning as rapidly as possible.’ As I watched the Texas 
the bow of the Brooklyn seemed first to point to her 
port bow. I never saw the starboard bow of the 
Texas, and, changing her bearing very rapidly, the bow 
of the Brooklyn passed along the port side of the Texas 
until there was a clear opening between us and the 
stern of the Texas. 

‘We made a complete turn, a very quick turn, with 
helm hard aport until we came around and paralleled 
the fleet on the other side. As we paralleled the Span- 
ish fleet the Viscaya—” 

Admiral Dewey—May I interrupt? 
pass to the Texas? 

“I never thought of a collision. It never entered my 
head. I never for a moment had One idea or fear in that 
respect. We passed, I judge, about 400 yards. I had. 
handled the ship under all circumstances, and got so I 
could judge pretty correctly, and my impression was 
that we were about the distance we sailed in squadron. 


How near did you 


But a collision I never thought of. She turned per- 
fectly clear of the Texas, came around, and then we had 
the Viscaya on our starboard bow, and about abeam 


was the Oquendo, and then the Colon. At the time I 
thought it was the Teresa, but I soon discovered this 
vessel was dropping out and heading for the beach, 

“That was about the hottest time of the action. It 
was a critical time. There was not any time for in- 
decision, and I do not think there was any. I have 
always felt in my mind, in studying the posiitons, that 
the chances would have been for a disaster had we 
shifted helm at such a time. However, we got around, 
and we had those three vessels. I looked and could see 
nvthing but smoke astern, and vessels seemed enveloped 
in this smoke. 

“I could not understand it. I could not understand 
exactly how we got there. They were all three firing on 
the Brooklyn, when almost immediately, faster than |], 
could tell it, I saw a large white bone in the water, and 
through this smoke I saw the bow of a vessel. I ex- 
claimed at the time, ‘What was that?’ The navigator, 
who Was near me, said it was the Massachusetts, or 
something to that effect. I said that she was away, 
and then said, “That is the Oregon.’ I felt perfectly 
assured from that moment. She came up very rapidly. 
She was making more speed than we were at that time. 
She had all her boilers on; had shifted boilers that 
morning from forward to aft. She had steam and hot 
water on.” 

“Where was the Oregon with respect to the Brooklyn 
at that time?” 

“I estimated 600 yards. She passed in between the 
Texas and the Iowa. She got in between that opening. 
came to the northward of the Texas, and came out 
about 800 yards from us. 1 mean a rpendicular course, 
and that would account for just what we made to the 
southward in turning. We made more than the tactical 
diameter because we passed half of that distance with 
helm half aport.” 

“Was it easy to handle the ship under such circum- 
stances?” 

I have never seen one equal to her.” 

Was the starboard engine of the Brooklyn reversed 

during that turn?’ 
_ ‘It was not. There was some question about that. 
The reason I feel positive of that is in recalling the 
circumstances. My impression is, it may have been the 
Commodore or the navigator, one of the two said some- 
thing about backing the starboard engine. My reply, 
I remember very well, was I did not want to lose the 
speed of the ship. That she was turning all right and 
rapidly, and I wanted to keep the speed of the ship.” 

The Oregon, the witness said, was never between the 
Brooklyn and the Spanish ships. Asked whether he had 
heard the Commodore say: ‘Hard aport,”’ the witness 
Said: “Yes, the helm was aport, but not hard aport. 
My impression is now, although it was not at the time, 
it was about as near the same time as has been given. 
There was perfect understanding between the Commodore 
and myself. Never a question of any kind during the 


& action.” 


CAPT. COOK GAVE THE ORDER. 
“Was the helm put hard aport by yourself first, or in 


& Obedience to an order from the Commodore?” 


I gave the order on my own responsibility. No ques- 
It was not after having heard the 


Commodore. He called out to me as I have stated, 


Fiwhich I now think was simply to confirm himself in the 


idea that she was turning with a hard aport helm.” 

At that time, did you hear any conversation be- 
tween the Commodore and the navigator?” 

“I did not.” 

“Did you see any torpedo boats?’’

‘Were you airaid of being rammed at the time the 
turn was being made?”

‘Were you afraid of blanketing the fire of our fleet 
by turning one way or the other?” 

“We might have done it by turning the other way.” 
‘Had you turned with a starboard instead of a 


& helm, would such action have advanced you so far as 


te! bring you within the line of movement of the enemy's 
ships?’ 

“Provided they had taken advantage of it, that is to 
say, if they had continued on their course southwest 
straight for us, and we had turned so as to bring them 
within our turning sircle, it would have made ramming 
possible, certainly.” 

“How were they heading when this order hard aport 
was given?” 

yee 9 were heading southwest.” 

Mr. anna—What was the conduct and bearing of 
Commodore Schley while under fire on such occasions 
that ‘you had the opportunity of observing? 

“I always regarded him an enthusiastically brave 
and patriotic officer. Never in any other way. 

"he witness said he did not see any reversal of the 
engines of the Texas and at the distance he was from 
her he could have seen it. Capt. Cook testified he dia 
not hear a single word of the conversation between 
Hodgson and Sc —o 

“tad Hodgson make any suggestions to you, or have 
any conversation with you during the battle?” 

“Quite a number of times.” 

“Did he have that conversation or the substance of it 
with you?” 

“The only thing I recollect, which I recollect clearly, 
is that this summer when I met him in Newport he 
asked if I recalled it, and I recalled that at the time 
we were turning, after we had been turning some time, 
and after the helm was put hard aport he came across 
to me and said, ‘Captain, do you see the Texas?’ She 
was the nearest ship at that time. I was looking directly 
at her, and just about then we were pretty well clear 
of her. I said: ‘Oh, yes;’ and he told me that entirely 
reassured him, and he walked away.” 

“He did not make any suggestions to you or you to 
him respecting going in any nearer to be rammed; the 
danger from torpedo boats or anything of that kind?” 

“No.” 


“Did you use any expression or language which could 
have been understood by him as meaning ‘Damn the 
Texas’ ?” 


“Me? Oh, no. I had every reason to bless her, not 
damn her." 

“How was the turn of the Brooklyn written in the 
log?” 


“So far as I know, with port helm. I never observed 
the erasure until it was shown to me here in Washington, 
and I did not understand it then. I could not recall 
anything in connection with it. It was the custom on 
board the Brooklyn for the smooth log, when it was 
written, to be read by the officers and signed by them, 
a..erward by the navigator, when it was submitted to 
me. I sometimes had time to look at it, and sometimes 
did not. I do not believe I looked at the log within 
three or four days after the battle. I may have looked at 
it, but the first real recollection I have of it was when 
my attention was called to the fact that the navigator 
wanted to make it more full and complete.’ I said, ‘Write 
it up as you recollect it, and submit it to me, but no 
changes are to be made under any circumstances in 
the log as it stands now. It can be added to, but not 
any changes in the original log.’ So he wrote this, and 
I signed it. I have since read it and do not know which 
is the best account.” 

The witness did not recall a visit of Mr. Sharp to 
the Brooklyn, and an interview at which the Commodore 
and himself were present, about the dircetion in which 
the Brooklyn turned on that morning. Mr. Hanna here 
tried to introduce a letter signed by the witness and 
dated Sept. 26, 1898, which was referred to by Admiral 
Evans when he was giving his testimony. r. Hanna 
saying it did not bear directly on the specifications, Ad- 
miral Dewey ruled it out, though Capt. Cook asked that 
it be read that the impression might not go out that 
there was any issue between him and Admiral Evans. 

Answering the Court the witness said that no written 
order was issued by Schley regarding the blockade of 
Cienfuegos. He thought it was understood in consulta- 
tion with the captains in a general way. Boats from 
the Flying Squadron made no effert to find a landing 
place at Cienfuegos prior to the Marblehead’s arrival. 

The Court—What orders were given by Commodore 
Schley to the ships of the Flying Squadron for their 
guidance in the event of Cervera’s squadron arriving 
at the harbor of Cienfuegos, in the event of Cervera’s 
squadron being sighted at sea, and in the event of its 
coming out of the harbor of Cienfuegos? 

Witness—I know of no written order that would cover 
the case, but in consultation with the commanding 
officers it was understood that at nighttime we should 
be in column and ready. In the daytime we had our 
assigned positions. That we should attack wherever 
we found them, and, I presume, be governed by cir- 
cumstances, 

The distance from the harbor at Cienfuegos of the 
blockading ships was four to six miles in the day and 
closer at night. 

“Were you ordered by Commodore Schley to shape the 
course of the squadron for a point off Santiago, May 24?’ 

“Yes.” 


THE BROOKLYN'S ENGINES. 


‘he Brooklyn, the witness said, did not have full 
power till the end of the action because the order re- 
quired her to keep steam for moving eight or nine knots, 
with some of the engines uncoupled. She used the after 
engines. In the early part of the action she had steam 
enough to make twelve knots, and kept on increasing 
the steam until she had all the steam she could use 
with the two engines. She continued to get steam with 
the idea that if the Colon should go beyond the point 
she would lose time in coupling up all the engines. It 
would have taken twenty-five minutes to couple up. 
She had all the steam she could use in the after engines. 

“What orders were given by Commodore Schley to the 
Sent, oF signal or otherwise, during the battle of 
July 3?” 

“Quite a number of signals were made, but I only recol- 
lect a few of them. The first signal made was the 
formulated signal to close in. Afterward there were 
signals made; a great many wigwags were made to the 
Oregon.” 

Admiral Dewey—The witness has spoken of the order 
requiring them to keep steam up for moving, with some 
-< = engines uncoupled. Was that order by Commodore 
chley? 

“It was the order of the Commander in Chief while 
lying on blockade.” 

The Spanish ships did not head to the westward of 
southwest before the Brooklyn made the turn with port 
helm. The helm of the Brooklyn was not steadied or 
eased at any time during the turn until she was around 
and parallel with the Spanish fleet. Had she turned 
with a starboard helm, Capt. Cook said, she might 
have blanketed the fire of the Texas, and possibly might 
have interfered with the movements of the Oregon. 

The blockade at Santiago, said Capt. Cook, was close1 
and closer all the time. he first night it was five or 
six miles off, and about seven miles off at day. They 
steamed in a circle from five to six miles from the en- 
trance, and from four to five miles each side, so as to 
cover the entrance. 

Capt. Cook was then excused. Mr. Rayner did not 
cross-examine, saying that he would desire to call the 
Captain later for examination in chief for Admiral 
Schley. Lieut. Comdr. W. F. liam, senior watch 
officer on the New Orleans during the Santiago cam- 
paign, was next culled. He said the New Orieans on 
May 30 found the squadron lying about seven miles out 
from Santiago. The distance outside the harbor had 
been from six to eight miles. He had heard of no orders 
except the order from the commander of the New 
Orleans to keep it always ready for action. He de- 
scribed the engagement with the Colon, but gave no 
new facts. He said he had found the stadimeter was 
not reliable beyond 2,000 yards. 

Comdr. Fullam being excused, Joseph Beale, formerly 
in the Navy, was called. He had served as an officer, 
on the Harvard. It was he who had translated into

Mr. Beale, who was the last of the Go ent’s wit- 
nesses, was followed by Eduardo Nunez, e Cuban 
pilot, the first of Admiral Schiey’s witnesses. An inter- 
reter was introduced, as Nunez cannot speak English. 
He said he had been a pilot for twenty-one years in 
all the southern Cuban ports. Nunez said that he 
first met Commodore Sney on May 26, having been 
taken to him by the St. Paul. The Commodore, he said, 
had asked him if he knew of the presence of the Span- 
ish fleet at Santiago. He replied that he doubted it, as he 
did not think the water was deep enough for vessels of 
such size. 
SESSION OF TUESDAY, OCTOBER 1b. 


After the Cuban pilot Nunez had corrected his testi- 
mony, Lieut. Comdr. James H. Sears, Admiral Schiey's 
Flag Lieutenant on the Brooklyn at Santiago, took the 
stand. That there was a disposition to hasten the in- 
quiry was shown by Mr. Rayner's request to witness to 
make his replies as ci as possibl Lieut. Comdr. 
Sears said he knew nothing of a code of signals for com- 
munication with the Cuban insurgents at Clenfuegos 
when the squadron arrived there. On the trip from 





Cienfuegos to Santiago, coaling at sea Would not 
have been safe, witness thought, before May 27. 
At Santiago the blockade was from three to six 


miles out, closer at night and in thick weather. The 
bombardment of the Colon on May 31 had shown that 
the shore batteries were stronger than they had been 
supposed to be. Commodore Schley had told him that 
the purpose of his attack was to ascertain what the bat- 
teries were. Though he had been with Lieut. Comdr, 
Potts on the Massachusetts that day, the witness had 
not heard any conversation between that officer and 
Commodore Schley. 

Describing the battle of July3, Lieut. Comdr. Sears said: 
“I was in my room when the men were called to quart- 
ers and I heard the cry of the executive officer to clear 
ship for action. I ran to the quarter deck and took a 
rapid glance aloft to see if the prescribed signal, ‘Enemy 
is escaping’ was up, and saw that it was. I met the Cum- 
modore on the quarter deck; he directed to ‘clear ship 
for action’ and ‘close in’ all of which were made. I t 
to the platform around the conning tower about e 
time that the Commodore did. 

lt was my observation that the Brooklyn was 
held up to meet the second ship. Of course, we 
ported m4 The second ship crossed the wake of the 
first ship as she turned to the westward. I spoke to the 
Commodore and said that the second one was going 
to try to ram us. I think he assented. At any rate, 
the Brooklyn was headed toward her and she appeared to 
me to be uncertain in her course. The Brooklyn was 
handled by her captain and quartermaster to meet that 
uncertainty. She turned after she had passed to the 
southward of the Teresa’s wake and then it was gener- 
ally remarked on the tower bridge that all the Spanish 
vessels were trying to escape to the west.” 

About the time the Viscaya turned, Yeoman Bilis told 
the witness his stadimeter showed 900 yards to the Vis- 
caya. A visual estimate at once made by Lieut, ‘Comdr. 
Sears, confirmed the stadimeter’s figures. The witness 
testified, ‘I. said to the Commodore, ‘I think we are about 
our tactical diameter from that ship now,’ and he said, 
‘I think so, too,’ or ‘We are.’ Then the order was ‘hard 
aport.’ I am not positive who gave that order. I think 
the Commodore said ‘hard aport,’ and Capt. Cook said 
‘lt is hard aport.’”’ 

When this order of “hard aport’’ was given, the wit- 
ness looked at the Texas, and the Brooklyn was com- 
pletely clear of her, and in turning passed clear of her. 
After the turn and on seeing the Oregon coming up, the 
witness had observed the torpedo boats and warned the 
after guns to look out. He felt satisfied just then on see- 
ing the Vixen on the port side, being confident she would 
protect against torpedo attacks. Short! before the 
Viscava turned toward the shore, she acted as if she was 
seeking to ram the Brooklyn, whose helm, the witness 
said, was handled to give the ship a sheer toward her. 
This was done twice. 

The witness said that the Commodore spoke of the ad- 
visability of signaling through the Oregon to the Texas 
to stay by the Viscaya when she turned in and insure 
her surrender, but after a moment’s thought 
“Philip will know enough to look out for that," and then 
proceeded. After beginning to gain on the Colon, the 
Commodore, said the witness, directed the Oregon to 
her guns at her. The Colon’s course was unsettled, 
the Commodore said he thought she had enough of it, 
and was looking for a soft spot to lie upon, which proved 
to be the case. 

The witness said Commodore Schley had given him a 
despatch for the Navy Department, making a report of 
the battle. The Court decided that as the despatch had 
not reached the department, it could not appear. 

“Suppose it was not Commodore Schley’s fault that 
the despatch was not forwarded?’’ asked Mr. er. 

To this inquiry Admiral Dewey responded: 

“You can’t ask questions of the Court. We are not 
in the witness box. Commodore Schley’s report is In evi- 
dence and that is sufficient.”’ 

While not feeling able to give exact figures the wit- 
ness said he was sure there was a wide gap of water be- 
tween the Texas and Brooklyn when the latter's turn 
was made, possibly 600 yards; the witness said that he 
had never heard Commodore Schley on the occasion of 
the Colon reconnoissance and in the presence of Mr. 
Potts, say anything concerning the conspicuousness of 
the uniforms of the officers as they steod on the turret 
during the firing of the enemy's batteries. 

“Was the Commodore behind the conning tower on 
that occasion?” 

“He was both behind and in front of it; he was mov- 
ms about.” 

jeut. Comdr. Sears said he had been with Commodore 
Schley in five engagements all told. He was then asked 
as to the bearing of that officer under fire, and réplied: 

“His bearing to me was a model for anybody, wor 
of emulation at all times. Under fire his faculties, 
it were possible, seemed to be clearer and was 
more in possession of them than at any other time,” 

“Was he in any state of excitement?” 

“Not the slightest.” 

‘“‘Was he cool and calm?” 

“Absolutely.” 

“How about points of danger? Would he 
from them or he expose himself to them?’ 

“He was always putting himself in exposed positions. 
I requested him many times not to expose himself, as it 
was useless to do so.” 

Judge Advocate Lemly cross-examined the witness

Commander Sears said that Crammotere Schiey . had 
discussed the coal situation freely with him as much as 
half a dozen times, and that when the de move- 
ment was begun the Texas had only a little more than 
enough coal to carry her to the nearest station. 
He pea, he said, been averse to the westward move- 
ment. ’ 

“I'll remind you that what you have to the Com- 
modore you have not told,” said Capt. y- 

Mr. Sears hesitated and then said: “I think that 
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being a yo officer, in his first war, I was a little 
hot-headed and my ju ent was not good.” 

“How old are you, Mr. Sears?” 

Admiral Dewey stopped the witness from answering 
and then, after whispering with his colleagues, Rear 
Admirals Benham and Ramsey, he announced that the 
Court would retire. The three Admirals came back in 
a few minutes and Admiral Dewey let Capt. Lemly 
ask Mr. Sears how much naval service he had had, 
but not how old he was. 

Asked about a message that was sent to Admiral 
Sampson about smoke or signal fires on the shore on the 
2d s July, he said he did not know by whom it was 
sent. 

“Was it thought from those fires that the Spanish 
fleet was coming out?’ 

“I don’t remember that we thought that. But there 
was a general uneasiness. The Commodore felt that 
the situation was tense and that something was going 
to negae and that some preparation should be made to 
meet it.” 

“What preparation was made on the Brooklyn to meet 
this unusual contingency?”’ 

“The Brooklyn was ome ready. I think I myself 
stayed up all night, but 1 do not remember any partic- 
ular preparations.” 

When asked about the range given for the firing of the 
American guns on May 31, Commander Sears said he 
had given it at 7,000 yards, under direction of Commodore 
Schley. Asked if he had had any conversation with 
Commodore Schley concerning that range, he replied in 
the negative. 

“Did you not state otherwise in the wardroom of the 
Massachusetts?” 

The Court objected to this question, but as Mr. Rayner 
conceded that it was proper on cross-examination it 
was admitted. 

“I have no recollection of stating anything else,’’ re- 
plied the witness. 

“Are you positive?” 

“IT am positive.’’ 

“Now refresh our memory. I ask if you did not say 
in the wardroom of the Massachusetts: ‘For God's sake 
don't discourage him. It is all we have been able to 
do to work him up to this,’ or words to that effect?” 

“No. I never said anything of the kind,’’ replied the 
witness. 

CAPT. COOK RECALLED. 

The afternoon session of the Court began with the 
recall of Capt. Cook. This is how he described the 
conversation with Schley about the retrograde move- 
ment: 

“As near as I recollect the circumstances, there was 
a conversation, after the message had been brought 
to me that signal had been made, ‘Bound for Key West 
by Yucatan Channel.’ I did not understand the signal 
and do not recollect that, at that time, anything had 
been said about that. I went to see the Commodore 
about it. I asked him what the signal meant, and he 
said that he must coal the ships; that he must seek 
some place to coal them, and that he was going toward 
Key West until he could find an opportunity to coal 
from the collier, and if he did not find that he must be 
near a coal base to keep the ships coaled. I made some 
remark concerning the weather conditions that | thought 
they would be more favorable later. He said, ‘Until 
they are, and until 1 am able to coal from the collier, 
I must keep within striking distance of coal.’ 

“I said that I recognized that he felt the responsibility 
as no one else could, and that it was a serious question. 
He answered that he recognized that fact, but that he 
must act in accordance with his judgment, whether 
right or wrong; that personal consideration was of no 
account: when the safety of the fleet was to be con- 
sidered, That is about all I recollect.” 

This conversation tcok place between 8 and 9 o'clock 
on the evening of May 26, after the signal had been 
made to return to Key West. The conversation between 
him and the Commodore with regard to coaling the 
Texas took place on the evening of the 27th. 

The Court—What instructions did you receive from 
Commodore, Schiey regarding the movement of the 
Brooklyn after it was discovered that Cervera’s squad- 
ron was coming out of the harbor of Santiago? 

I'he Commodore was on deck when the discovery 
was made, and when I went forward the ship was mov- 
ing toward the enemy. Everything had been connected 
in the conning tower and he was at his post, or the 
place he had elected to stand, which was near the cun- 
ning tower to be in easy communication with me. I 
do not recollect any specific instructions. We were 
standing for the enemy. 

“He several times spoke of the position of the enemy. 
At one time he spoke of the turning of one of the ships 
from the line. I saw it, the Viscaya I think, turn out, 
and then turn in again. He spoke of that. He said to 
me ai one time to look out for the torpedoes or torpedo 
boats—torpedo boats, I think. I know at that time 
that the executive officer had come from below, and I 
turned to him and said: ‘Look out for torpedo boats,’ 
or ‘torpedo attack.’ He said: ‘Aye, aye, sir,’ and left me. 
1 have no recollection of seeing them. He spoke tre- 
quently to me during the action about cautioning the 
men at the batteries to fire steadily and slowly, not to 
lose their shots. He called out a number of times, loud 
enough to be heard in the turret, and to be heard on 
the lower deck by the men manning the auxiliary bat- 
teries, to fire steady, especially at a time when the 
ships were doubled on each other, as, for instance, when 
the Colon passed from first to third place inside the 
other ships. He spoke to me a number of times, asking 
me if | could not edge in on them. I recollect that dis- 
tinctly, because | was anxious‘to keep a straight and 
steady course, believing we gained by that, and we had 
them at all times under an easy range.” 

Asked as to the conduct and bearing of Commodore 
Schley during the battle of July 3, Capt. Cook said: 

“I cannot imagine any conduct in battle more admir- 
able. He was cool, brave and enthusiastic, from the 
beginning to the end of the action.” 

As to specific orders given him by Commodore Schley 
with regard to the handling of the vessel, the witness 
said that whatever he did was done either under the 
Commodore's direction or his direct approval. 

The witness describing the damage to the Brooklyn 
said she was struck twenty times. She had the marks 
of some forty injuries, but examination showed twenty 
shot holes. She was in such a condition at the end of 
the battle that, so far as the ship herself was con- 
cerned, she was ready for action again. She was not 
materially injured. 

Of her 5-inch battery there were seven out of twelve 
of the carriages that had been injured to such an extent 
that the men could not elevate them. At the end of 
the action they were lifting with pieces of board. 

By the Court—Were those injuries you last referred 
to caused by the shot? 

“No. They were caused by the fire of the guns and 
spring of the elevating gear.” 

Mr. Rayner—Was Commodore Schley’s oo on the 
Brooklyn on the day of the battle one of danger?” 

“Yes, as much as anyone on board. He was in the 
open all the time.”’ 

When the Court concluded its questions, Capt. Cook 
withdrew and Lieut. Comdr. Sears continued his recital, 
under cross-examination by Mr. Hanna, who asked 
especially concerning the meeting of the lying Squad- 
ron with Capt. McCalla, when the squadron was on its 
way to Cienfuegos, but the witness could not recall any 
conversation with Commodore Schley relating to that 
occurrence. Speaking of the arriv of the Hawk at 
Cienfuegos with despatches on May 23, the witness re- 
ferred again to the McCalla memorandum, which stated 
there was a good landing place thirteen miles from Cien- 
fuegos, but, he said in yy 4 to questions, that no effort 

been made prior to the arrival of Capt. McCalla 


on the 24th to find this landing place. 
’ The witness said he knew nothing of an alleged 
letter written on May 2% by Commodore Schley saying 
he would not leave Cienfuegos until 


the 25th, the next 


day. The witness, with reference to the alleged diffi- 
culty of coaling the Texas at sea, said that he had had 
the authority of Capt. Philip for that statement. 

The impression that Cervera had left San ‘o, witness 
said, had been created by information receiv from the 
Adula. The fleet under Commodore Schley never had 
been withdrawn from pantie. he said, to a distance 
out at sea at night. The sh ~ were further inside at 
night than during the day. he ships never had gone 
further off than six miles. On one occasion the colliers 
had been sent twenty-five miles away. 

The despatch Capt. Cotton brought, said the witness, 
contained the most positive information the squadron 
had had that the enemy was at Santiago. It was the 
first information of any positiveness that had been re- 
ceived since leaving Cienfuegos. No boat had been sent 
from the squadron to examine the shore at Cienfuegos, 
with the view of ascertaining the practicability of 
landing. 

The Court—What orders were signaled to the squad- 
ron from the Brooklyn from the time the Spanish 
squadron appeared coming out until the Colon ran 
ashore? 

“The prescribed signal was that the Spanish fleet 
was a “ant The next signal was, ‘Clear ship for ac- 
tion’; the next signal was, ‘Close _ in.’ There 
was a signal when the Viscaya was hopelessly out of it 
for the Oregon to cease firing. The next signal was to 
the Oregon to open fire with 13-inch guns. There were 
signals then made between the Oregon and the Brook- 
lyn. Then, upon the approach of the New York, when 
she was observed, signal was made, I think, to the 
Texas, to be repeated, notifying the Commander in 
Chief that we had won a great victory.” 

“Were these signals and these orders obeyed by the 
a of the squadron?” 

“The orders were obeyed. I do not know whether 
the signals were answered or not. I could not see.” 

The witness knew of no orders issued by Commodore 
Schley regarding the blockade of Cienfuegos. 

The signals made to the Flying Squadron by Com- 
modore Schley on May 31 were the range at which they 
were to fire, also the speed. 

Asked whether the Teresa turned to the westward 
before the Brooklyn commenced her turn to starboard, 
Capt. Cook said the Teresa, before she turned to west- 
ward, ae to move herself to keep her ram toward 
the Brooklyn. 

As to the relative positions of the Viscaya and the 
Brooklyn when the Brooklyn commenced her turn with 
port helm, Capt. Cook said they were a apart. 

“At what period of the action did the Viscaya change 
her course as if she intended to ram the Brooklyn?” 

“Shortly before she gave up. The fight had developed 
into a very open one at that time.’’ 

“At the time the Brooklyn turned to starboard, was 
her distance from the Texas more or less than what is 
known as distance when ships are in column?” 

“It was not far from distance.” 

The Judge Advocate asked Capt. Cook if he knew 
where a record could be found of the signal directing the 
Oregon to open fire with 13-inch guns. 

“‘No, unless it is in the Brooklyn's signal book.”’ 

He could not state whether the Oregon had before the 
signal used her 13-inch guns. 

“Do you know whether the Brooklyn crossed the bow 
of the Texas?” 

“She did not.” 

The Court—Did the vessels close up July 3 in obedience 
to the signal made from the Brooklyn, or was there a 
standing order for them to close up in case the enemy 
was seen attemptinag to escape? 

“There was a standing order that if the enemy at- 
tempted to escape the squadron must close and destroy 
it, or words to that effect.’’ 

The Court then adjourned for the day. 

SESSION OF WEDNESDAY, OCT. 16. 

Captain Cook and: Lieut. Comdr. Sears began the day's 
proceedings with corrections of testimony. Mr. Hanna 
wished to know from Captain Cook whether the un- 
coupling of the Brooklyn's engines off Santiago was due 
to a written order from the Commander-in-Chief, but 
the recollection of the witness was it was merely a 
bulletin. He testified that everything being considered 
the Flying Squadron proceeded with all despatch from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago. Impeding circumstances were 
bad weather for the small vessels and the condition of 
the coal supply of the Texas. 

Lieut. Comdr. Sears explained that the colliers were 
sent far out at night by Schley’s orders for fear of tor- 
pedo attacks. Revertin to the conversation in the 
wardroom of the Massachusets on May 31 in which the 
witness is alleged to have slightingly referred to Schley. 
the Judge Advocate informed Commander Sears that 
Lieut. Commander Potts, Lieut. Commander vGrant, 
Lieut. Commander Glennon and Major Wood were sup- 
posed to have ong pee at that conversation. The 
witness thereupon said: 

“I do not recollect it at all. It could not be possible I 
said such a thing. They have misunderstood what I 
said. 1 was irritated at the delay. In the wardroom 
talk something might have been construed in that way, 
as statements often are, but it is entirely impossible 
that I could have said that. I was impatient, excited, 
perhaps, it being my tirst engagement, and I might have 
made some remark. It is something some one might 
have misunderstood, but that remark I never made.” 

The witness explained that his “irritation,” just spoken 
of, was caused by Admiral Higginson’s request to delay 
the reconnoissance till after the men's dinner. 

On July 3 the Brooklyn had begun turning to star- 
board immediateiy after her engines were started, the 
witness said, and Fer helm had been put aport when the 
helm of. the Viscaya was put aqert. it being “practically 
a simultaneous movement.” fhen he had spoken to 
Commodore Schley during the battle abouz the technical 
diameter of the Brooklyn her diameter had not then been 
determined, and he had suppused it to be atout 750 
yards. The time consumed by the Brcoklyn in making 
the loop might, he said, have been 15 or 20 minutes. The 
witness said the Brooklyn was nearer than the Oregon 
to the Viscaya and the Colon in the chase down the 
Cuban coast, but the Oregon might have been nearer 
the Oquendo. 

The regular witnesses on Wednesday were Comdr. 
Newton E. Mason, executive of the Brooklyn, Lieut. 
Edward McCauley, jr.. Commodore Schley’s signal officer, 
and Lieut. Charles Webster, watch officer. On Thurs- 
day, Oct. 17, Lieut. Comdr. T. D. Griffiths, Ensign C. 
A. Abele, Ensign John Halligan, jr., Ensign C. S. Macy. 
Ensign James A. Hand, Ensign Ralph N. Marble were 
on the stand. These officers took part in the battle oft 
Santiago on board the Brooklyn. Medical Director Paul 
Fitzsimons, chief surgeon of the Flying Squadron, also 
was a witness cn Oct. 17. The testimony of these officers 
will be given in our next issue.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Reports in the case of two gunners of the Navy who 
recently took the competitive examinations for commis- 
sions as ensign in the Navy have been received by the 
Navy Department. Gunner Francis Martin, who was 
examined by a board consisting of Rear Admiral John 
(. Watson, Capts. T. F. Jewell and Asa Walker and 
Comdr. C. W. Rae, was found qualified in all the branches 
in which he was examined, and recommended for a com- 
mission in the Service. Gunner H. B. Soulé, who was 
examined by Capt. William H. Whiting, Comdr. Alex- 
ander McCracken, Lieut. Comdr. John F. Parker, with 
Lieut. (J. G.) J. A. Kearney as recorder, was also found 
well qualified and recommended by the board for commis- 
sion. These two officers will receive the first commis- 
sions to enlisted men authorized by the Naval Appropria- 
tion act of last year, which allows the appointment, 
each year, of six warrant officers to the grade of ensign. 


The officers of the U. S. Naval Institute held the an- 





nual meeting for election of officers and other business 01 
Oct. 11, and the following officers were elected for the 
academic year 1901-02:° President, Rear Admiral Wij- 
liam T. Sampson, U. S. N.; Vice-President, Comdr. Rici- 
ard Wainwright, U. S. N.; Secretary and Treasurer, 
Lieut. Louis S. Van Duzer, U. 8S. N.; rd of Control, 
Comdr. Charles E. Colahan, U. 8S. N.; Lieut. Comdrs. 
J. P. Parker, J. E. Craven, John Hood, Professors 
Philip R. Alger, N. M. Terry. It is proposed to make 
the proceedings of the Institute for the coming year even 
more valuable and interesting than the last few issues, 
and that will mean a at deal. The questions brought 
out by the war with Spain will probably receive much 
attention. 

The man in charge of the models of warships which 
form a part of the naval exhibit at the Pan-American 
Exposition is wrestling with a perplexing mystery. Each 
of these models bears a card stating the principal facts 
of interest concerning the original ship. he cruiser 
New York is described as having “taken part’ in the 
battle off Santiago. One day this card disappeared from 
the model. It was replaced with another which van- 
ished in the same puzzling manner, and since then these 
disappearances have occurred regularly every day. The 
man in charge of the exhibit has watched the model vigi- 
lantly to discover who removes the cards, but in vain. 
Navy officers have no explanation to offer. There is a 
general inclination to blame it on the cat. 

The U. S. S. Indiana left the Navy Yard, New York, 
Oct. 14, for Hampton Roads. 

The recent official trial of the Thornton was not con- 
pleted owing to a trifling accident to one of the auxiliary 
steam pipes. The engines and auxiliary machinery per- 
formed satisfactorily for something over an hour at full 
speed, but the trial board concluded not to push the trial 
to a conclusion at that time. The next attempt will, it 
is expected, be successful, as the Trigg Company, the 
contractors for the vessel, have been so unusually fortu- 
nate with the two predecessors of the Thornton that the 
same good fortune will most likely attend them in this 
case. 

On the first of the present month the U. 8S. Naval 
Academy entered upon its fifty-seventh academic year 
with the largest number of cadets ever known since thie 
foundation of the Academy. The total roster of the as- 
pirants for naval fame is now three hundred and thirty- 
seven. Of one hundred and eighty seven cadets who were 
given the regular leave of one month all but three re- 
ported promptly on the evening of the last day of their 
leave of absence. 

The French submarine boat Triteu had a trial in the 
open sea off Cherbourg Oct. 9, which proved very suc- 
cessful. She was under the water for an hour and-a half, 
and those aboard of her suffered no inconvenience. 

Between four and five million dollars, says the Hono- 
lulu Republican; will be asked of Congress to be ex- 
pended at the Pearl Harbor Naval station. However, 
$170,000 has already been appropriated tor preliminary 
work. U. S. G. White is the civil engineer in charge 
of the work. Orders for the purchasing of a surveying 
outfit have been issued. Upon the arrival of the instru- 
ments the survey of the reservation will be made. This 
finished, a contour map will be made, as well as the engi- 
neers’ estimates. 

The new battleship Lllinois is at.length prepared for 
actual service in the Navy, and the finishing touches 
which have been put-on by her builders, the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, leave this 
fine structure in “apple-pie order” for the winter cruise 
of the North Atlantic Squadron, which will begin some 
time during the month of November. The Illinois is, in 
some respects, more fit for actual service than any ship 
of her class so recently out of the builders’ hands, and 
many congratulations have been passed over this state of 
affairs. 

It is now said to be very certain that the North At- 
lantic Squadron will leave the New York Navy Yard on 
Nov. 20, or within a day or two thereafter. The Mas- 
sachusetts will be the last of the vessels to be docked.

FORT ETHAN ALLEN, VT. 

A correspondent at Winooski, Vt., sends us the para- 
graph from a local paper which follows, with this com- 
ment: “When one takes into consideration the facts 
that the troops here are newly raised, and that the city 
is ‘prohibition,’ the evidence would seem to be in the fa- 
vor of the post exchange.” 

“Saturday night nearly 100 soldiers from Fort Ethan 
Allen gathered on the streets of Winooski and became 
so demonstrative that the local authorities were unable to 
control them and a provost guard had to be sent from the 
fort. The men were lined up on the principal thorough- 
fare and it became almost unsafe for people to pass 
them. Finally word was sent to Sheriff Reeves and to 
Chief Brownell asking for aid. Deputy Sheriff Ballou 
was at his home in Winooski and to him Sheriff Reeves 
telephoned the facts. Officer Ballou started at once for the 
spot, but was advised by the people of the place to keep 
away from the mob until he secured help. At this time, 
however, one of the soldiers fell into the street, overcome 
with liquor. Officer Ballou made his way to the spot 
and arrested the man. As he did so, several soldiers at- 
tacked him and he was overpowered and the drunken 
man taken away. The officer regained his feet and al- 
though urged by the citizens of Winooski to shoot, hesi- 
tated to do so until attacked again. Just as he was 
drawing his revolver the provost guard arrived and the 
rioters were taken to the fort. The actions of the sol- 
diers at Winooski have been growing wild of late and the 
citizens and officers are determined to stop the trouble 
and another affair like the one Saturday night may lead 
to serious results.”

If a landsman 
possesses a mechancial trade, he can be enlisted up to 
3% years of age. 

K. W. W.—The rating of warrant machinist in the 
Navy is attained by promotion from the subordinate 
ratings in this line. They must have a thorough know- 
ledge of marine engines, and must be machinists by 
trade. The pay of a warrant machinist is from $1,200 
to $1,800 per year. Write to the Navy Department for 
a circular giving full information as to warrant machin- 
ists, and one will be sent you.

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NAVY MEDICAL STATISTICS. 


The report of Rear Admiral William K. Van Reypen, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, for the year ended June 
30, 1901, presents a comprehensive review of the opera- 
tions of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 

Minor repairs and improvements were made during the 
year on the naval hospitals at New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Norfolk, Widows Island, Port Royal and 
Pensacola. The changes made in the naval hospital at 
Chelsea, Mass., were extensive, carefully planned, and 
most satisfactorily executed. With the completion of 
the work the hospital has been enlarged, thoroughly reno- 
vated, and supplied with every facility for the care of the 
sick and injured. 

The hospital at Mare Island, Cal., has been greatly im- 
proved with the $10,000 appropriated by Congress, but 
further accommodations are needed. he hospital at 
Sitka, Alaska, consisting of a few rooms on the third 
floor of an old storehouse, is practically beyond repair. 

The work of the hospital at Yokohama, Japan, has 
been of great’ importance since the acquisition of the 
Philippine Islands. The Chinese disturbances caused 
the Department to immediately authorize the building of 
an addition. The hospital is admirably situated on a 
bluff free from malarial influences, and the climate is de- 
lightful. 

The hospital at Cavite, P. I., is too small. A change 
of location is recommended. During the year 1900 there 
were treated in this hospital 357 cases, including 24 re- 
maining from the previous year. 

Health conditions at the Portsmouth Navy Yard dur- 
ing the year were good. The supply of fresh water is 
very inadequate. The work of excavating for the new 
dry dock has had no apparent effect on the health of the 
yard. During the year the number of emergency cases 
among workmen was 134, of which 125 were injuries. 

With the exception of an epidemic of catarrh several 
cases of which developed into pneumonia, health condi- 
tions at the Boston Navy Yard were excellent. 

The sanitary condition of the New York Navy Yard 
has been much improved, though extensive changes are 
required to render the barracks sanitary. 

During the year there were 332 injured men given first 
treatment at the dispensary. Excellent conditions pre- 
vailed at the League Island Navy Yard. 

The flats of the Anacostia River continue to exert a 
strong influence on health conditions at the Washington 
Navy Yard, and during the year 59 persons were ad- 
mitted to the sick list with malarial trouble. This, how- 
ever, shows a decrease in the percentage in 1895 to 23. 

At the Norfolk Navy Yard considerable work was done 
in the way of erecting new buildings, repairing and ex- 
tending the system of sewers, and in converting the old 
timber basin into a wet dock. The most prominent fea- 
ture of the health record was the sudden occurrence of a 
large number of cases of intestinal catarrh at the marine 
barracks. 

The health of the Pensacola Navy Yard was satisfac- 
tory. 

The only death at the Puget. Sound Navy Yard during 
the year resulted from poisoning. 

The Newport Naval Training Station, including the U. 
S. training ship Constellation, was unusually free from 
contagious disease. 

The health of the corps of cadets at Annapolis was 
excellent, and among the officers and enlisted men on the 
station there were few cases of serious disease. 

The Marine Headquarters at Washington are old and 
unsuitable for barracks. ‘The facilities for bathing are 
inadequate and the supply of hot water too limited. 

Except for an epidemic of catarrh the health of the 
naval station at Port Royal was good. ‘The question of 
obtaining an additional supply of notable water in the 
neighborhood of the station has recently become promi- 
nent. 

The naval station at Key West was free from epidemic 
disease. 

During the first and second quarters of the year 1900 
health conditions on the naval station at Havana were 
satisfactory. At the close of the second quarter two 
cases of yellow fever appeared. Both of the persons at- 
tacked had been sleeping in the commandant’s house. 
There was one death and that was considered due to 
broncho-pneumonia. 

Favorable conditions prevailed on the naval station 
at San Juan, P. R. Additional facilities are needed to 
care for the sick on this station until they can be trans- 
ferred north. : . 

Improved accommodations for the care of the sick have 
been provided at the naval training station at San Fran- 
cisco. Health conditions last year were good.

Two deaths from leprosy 
occurred during the year. The disease is not common 
and is believed to be decreasing. 

Unsatisfactory conditions prevailed on the naval sta- 
tion at Cavite, k. I. Admissions to the sick list num- 
bered 620. Increased accommodations have been pro- 
vided for the care of the sick. The situation at the va- 
rious marine posts throughout the islands is more en- 
couraging. 

While reports from the various receiving ships are 
generally satisfactory the Surgeon General hol that 
these vessels do not meet the requirements. 

Medical Director Delavan Bloodgood, U. 8. N. 
sented the Department at the meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons of the United States which 
met in St. Paul, May 30, and at the meeting of the 
American Medical Association held at St. Paul, June 4. 
Surgeon Samuel H. Griffith represented the Department 
at the meeting of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion in Buffalo, Sept. 16 to 21. 

As to general health conditions in the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps it is pointed out that the total number of 
cases under treatment per 1,000 of strength was only 
slightly greater during the year 1900 than the average for 
the five preceding years and that the death rate from 
disease was not much in excess of the average for the 
same period. 

The passage of the act giving assistant surgeons in 
the Navy the same rank as assistant surgeons in the 
Army has proved a great boon to the corps. A very de- 
sirable class of young medical men are now seeking ad- 
mission. 
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DEPARTMENT OF THE EAST. 

Major General John R. Brooke, commanding the De- 
partment of the East, in his report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1901, states that since the date of his last 
annual report he has visited nearly all the posts in the 
department and found that excellent progress has been 
made at all the Artillery posts where the modern arma- 
ment has been installed. The Artillery companies for 
sea coast fortifications are now being enlisted and bar- 
racks for their accommodation are under construction. 
The barracks at the Infantry and Cavalry posts are not 
constructed for companies and troops of the vresent size, 
and should be enlarged. 

General Brooke renews the recommendation con 
in his letter to the Adjutant General under date of 
17, 1900, that the defenses at Forts Jackson and Philip, 
La., and Forts Washington and Hunt, Md., and particu- 
larly those in the neighborhood of Fortress Monroe, be 
thrown open to civilian visitors. Attention is called to 
the report of Lieut. Col. J. P. Story, Artillery Corps, 
Artillery Inspector, concerning submarine mines and tor- 
pedoes. A synopsis of Col. Story’s report is given else- 
where. Colonel Story also reports as Acting Engineer 
Officer and Acting Ordinance Officer. 

Several supplementary reports accompany General 
Brooke’s. Col. P. D. Vroom, Inspector General, traveled 
7,735 miles in the course of his duty, Major Davis 
ae 14,949 miles and Captain Hoyle traveled 4,442 
miles. 

Lieut. Col. E. F. Dravo, chief commissary, suggests 
that the officer performing the duty of commissary at a 
post of more than two otppainations should not be also 
the post quartermaster. He should fill no other posi- 
tions excepting it be those of post mess officer and in 
charge of post bakery. 

The discontinuance of the transport service to Porto 
Rico will work a hardship to the officers and men sta- 
tioned there, as this was the only means the Subsistence 
Department had of sending perishable articles to them 
the commercial liners running between New York and 
l’orto Rico not being provided with cold storage facilities 
beyond that already contracted for by private parties. It 
would be to the advantage of all concerned, and in the 
end work economy to the Government, if the Subsistence 
Department had in connection with the commissary 
a Sauna at each post a small ice and cold storage 
plant. 

The Subsistence Department should not only supply, 
but it should also furnish the means of henall ing 
and preparing the food for the Army; in fact, it alone 
should have charge of and provide everything needed in 
connection with subsisting the soldier from the time 
stores are purchased until they are consumed. 

Lieut. Col. James A. Buchanan, commanding the 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry, reports 
that abolition of the sale of beer at the post exchanges 
will probably not benefit the best interests of good ais- 
cipline in Porto Rico; the low price of native drinks, 
their injurious effects, and the degrading associations 
which surround their sale all tend to the undoing 
rather than the uplifting of the enlisted man; the num- 
ber of places where these drinks are sold is greater than 
in the United States, thus affording more opportunity for 
drunkenness; again, the cost of beer and other beverages 
outside of the post exchange is so great as to compel the 
soldier to purchase the cheaper and more injurious native 
drinks.

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BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 


Following are the salient points of the annual report 
of Rear Admiral Crowninshield, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation : 

The assigument of vessels to the various commands 
has been largely influenced during the past year, as it 
was during the year which preceded it, by the necessities 
of the Asiatic Station on account of the unsettled con- 
ditions there, both in China and the Philippines. 

Owing to the lack of vessels of smaller types in the 
North Atlantic Squadron, it has been necessary to divert 
training vessels from their cruises of instruction in order 
to afford necessary protection to our interests, particu- 
larly in the Caribbean Sea, and this, in the opinion of the 
Bureau, emphasizes the necessity of commissioning at 
least two light-draught gunboats for this squadron. The 
battleships on the North Atlantic Station now number 
three, and, with the addition of the Illinois in the early 
autumn, will be increased to four, a number which, the 
Bureau believes, should at all times be retained in com- 
mission on that station, as being a tactical group, and 
further necessary from the standpoint of adequate prepa- 
ration for defense. 

During the autumn of 1900 the British North Ameri- 
ean Squadron was received at Bar Harbor, Me., by the 
vessels of this squadron, it being the first visit of a Brit- 
ish Squadron to the United States for several years. 
From Bar Harbor the fleet proceeded to Newport, where, 
in consultation with the War College, tactical maneuvers 
in conjunction with’ the Army at Fort Adams were un- 
dertaken. During the operations the submarine boat 
Holland demonstrated many interesting points concern- 
ing. her value as a war vessel. 

he usual cruise along the Windward Islands and the 
north coast of South America’ was omitted on account 
of the length of time spent in the Gulf of Mexico. Dur- 
ing the past summer Nantucket and Vineyard sounds 
were the scenes of the cruises of this squadron, a part of 
| a coast not previously visited by the vessels of the 
eet. 

It is the belief of the Bureau that the South Atlantic 
Station should be re-enforced at an early date by at least 
two vessels. 

Among the incidents which might be mentioned in 
connection with the campaign for the relief of Pekin dur- 
ing the summer of 1900 the Bureau takes great pleasure 
in calling attention to the case of two British seamen, 
Herbert George and Edward Turner, who, at the risk 
of their lives, rescued a junk loaded with wounded Amer- 
ican seamen. 

The campaign in the Philippines, so far as concerns 
the Navy, has consisted almost entirety in co-operation 
with Army expeditions against the insurgents, in 
which, as evidenced by the reports of all Army oflicers 
concerned, the naval vessels rendered invaluable assist- 
ance. A further check upon the insurgents has been the 
rigid system of patrol carried on by the smaller gunboats, 
which has materially hampered the inflow of arms and 
ammunition to the islands. Among the many expeditions 
which might be mentioned, the one for the capture of 
Aguinaldo, in which the Vicksburg, commanded by Com- 
mander E. B. Barry, U. S. N., took part, must be con- 
sidered as undoubtedly the most successful. General 
Funston in his report states that without the services of 
the Vicksburg he could have done little or nothing. 

It is recommended that the appropriation for the col- 
lier system be placed under the Bureau of Navigation. 

The preparatory work for the selection of a site for a 
naval station in the Philippines has heen carried on by 
the officers of this fleet, and a site has finally been decided 
upon at Olongapo in Subig Bay, and practically coinci- 
dent with that selected by the Spanish Government. 

The system of manning naval colliers with merchant 
erews was successfully inaugurated by this Bu- 
reau during the last fiscal year. Two stations for the 
training of apprentices—i. e., Newport, R. I., and San 
Francisco, Cal.—have been considerably benefited by the 
erection of several new buildings and by the completion 
of various other improvements. At Newport the num- 
ber of apprentices has been larger than ever before, on 
June 30, 1901, 1,128 boys being present, and at San 
Francisco 250 apprentices in addition to 230 landsmen 
for training. 

The policy of enlisting landsmen from various parts 
of the United States has been pursued as heretofore, but 
with considerably increased facilities. Recruiting par- 
ties despatched to various parts of the United States, 
in the Mississippi Valley and to the eastward have met 
with uniform success. Landsmen to the number of 4,198 
have been enlisted; of these 3,141 men have been trans- 
ferred. The Bureau has now undertaken a scheme hay- 
ing a still wider scope, that is, the establishment of a 
training station for landsmen to which these men shall 
be sent instead of to the receiving ships as at present. 

The Port Royal Navy Yard have been removed to 
Charleston; an excellent site was made available there. 

The Wasp has been assigned to this station for the 
purpose of giving the landsmen practice with small-cali- 
ber rapid-fire guns and for such other service as may be 
useful. The station when completely equipped will ac- 
commedate about 1,000 men. The Department has as- 
signed the battleship Indiana to this duty, and is also 
about to commission the Prairie, now under repairs at 
Boston, and the Panther, under repairs at League Island, 
making in all ten vessels so employed. It is believed that 
by this system about 3,500 men a year can be comfort- 
ably handled and well trained. 

The Bureau has continued in operation its plan for the 
training of seamen to be gun captains, 58 men having by 
this method been qualified as gun captains and they 
have been almost uniformly found to be efficient and ser- 
viceable. A certificate as gun captain is not issued to a 
man unless he shows ability as a leader of men in addi- 
tion to his qualifications as a gun pointer. 

During the past year the Bureau has purchased for use 
of the Service an instrument devised by Lieut. J. B. Blish, 
U. S. N., for the purpose of better plotting target prac- 
tice. Also from the manufacturers in England ten aim- 
ing machines of the pattern designed by Capt. Percy 
Scott, R. N., which present to the gunner a moving 
target simulating the apparent movements of the vessel 
to be fired at. 

The Bureau has inaugurated a system of reserve com- 
mission for torpedo boats. 

By the erection of barracks the overcrowded condition 
which has hitherto obtained upon receiving ships will be 
entirely avoided; the sanitary quartering of men will be 
much bettered; light, heat. and fresh air will be more 
evenly and generally distributed, and a large saving to 
the Government will ensue from the adoption of this sys- 
tem. In the opinion of the Bureau it has now become 
an absolute necessity that barracks for énlisted men 
should be provided in the vicinity of the following navy 
yards: New York, 2,000 men; League Island, 1,000 
men: Mare Island, 1,000 men. These barracks should be 
erected on ground suitably adjacent to yards and in such 
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position that vessels coming into the harbor upon which 
the respective yards are situated can, if necessary, have a 
large number of their crew in the barracks before pro- 
ceeding to the yard; this, it is believed, would prove of 
considerable benefit to the ships’ companies. 

The Bureau desires again to express its ee of 
the assistance rendered the Service during the past year 
by the United States Naval Institute. 

In the year ended June 30, 1901, 32,311 men and 
6,687 a applied for enlistment. Of the men 
8,115 and 1,781 apprentices were accepted—a total of 

y The number of B reed officers in service on the 
date noted above was 4,788, of whom 2,819 were natives 
of the United States, while the number of men was 14,- 
037, of whom 7,724 were natives. 

Sixty-one per cent of petty officers are native born, and 
93 per cent are citizens; 72 per cent of the men are na- 
tive born, and 83 per cent. are citizens ; 94 per cent of the 
apprentices are native born and 6 per cent are foreign 
born; 73 per cent. of the whole enlisted force are native 
born, and 83 per cent. are citizens. 

About 94 per cent. of the whole number of landsmen 
for training are native born. 

The Bureau recommends that six civilian instructors 
for the Naval Academy be estimated for for the ensuing 
fiscal year. The statements of previous years as to the 
desirability of commissioning cadets as ensivns at the 
end of the four years’ course, instead of at the end of the 
six years’ course are renewed. A practice suip of 3, 
tons, ship rigged, with modern but low powered engines, 
is recommended. 

It is believed that still greater efficiency would result 
if the natural relations existing among the General 
Board, War College, and Office of Naval Intelligence 
were recognized by legislative action, enabling the De- 
partment to organize and ~ the work on the syste- 
matic basis of a general staff. 

There has been a marked improvement in both the 
number and character of the intelligence reports received 
during the past six months. The system of reciprocity 
in exchange of information with foreign Governments 
has been adhered to, and its advantages are manifest. 

The Bureau approves of the system of messing men 
recommended by the board appointed to consider this 
subject who propose: First, “That Congress be 


- asked to authorize the payment of ration money for en- 


listed men by public bill, monthly, to commissary officers 
and mess treasurers. This money should not be credited 
or paid to members of the various messes, as it belongs to 
the messes and not to individual members thereof; to re- 
vise the ration table as recommended ; to. authorize addi- 
tional compensation at the rate of $5 per month to ma- 
rine messmen.” Second. “That the President be re- 
quested to prescribe proposed rates of pay for chief com- 
missary stewards, commissary stewards, bakers and 
cooks, and to authorize aditional compensation at the 
rate of $5 per month for enlisted men of the Navy de- 
tailed for duty as crew messmen.” Third. “That the 
department establish the ratings of chief commissary 
steward; commissary steward; baker, first class; baker, 
second class; and amend the regulations of 1900 in con- 
formity with the changes recommended.” 

The board also propose the adoption of an improved 
Naval ration. 

An amendment to Sec. 1422, Rev. Stat., on the subject 
of the discharge of enlisted men is recommended by the 
Bureau so as to provide, for the transportation of en- 
listed men and apprentices to homes or to the place of 
enlistment according as their discharges have occurred by 
reason of medical survey or expiration of enlistment. 
Also an amendment to Sec. 129 to bring it into conform- 
ity with the present practice as to honorable discharges. 

Attention is called to the necessity for providing suit- 
able ships and training stations for enlisted men in view 
of the fact that we have no adequate merchant marine in 
which mep can practice seamanship and even had we 
the training on board of a merchantman does not meet 
the requirements of man-of-war service, which requires 
three or four years of special training. The system 
adopted two years ago of enlisting young landsmen and 
training them for seamen is giving good results, notwith- 
standing the fact that the Bureau has not had as suita- 
ble ships as should be provided, and the demands of the 
Service have not permitted keeping the men under train- 
ing as long a time as was desirable. 

With suitable barracks larger numbers can be properly 
housed, the young recruits can be kept under training 
for six or eight months, and their health cared for in- 
finitely better than if housed in old insanitary hulas. 
Unsatisfactory material can at the same time be weeded 
out. 

An increase of 3,000 in the personnel is asked for, 
making a total of 25,500 men, and 2,500 apprentices un- 
der training. More officers are alse ueeded if it is in- 
tended to man the ships now out of commission which 
will require not less than 1,026 in all on the extremely 
conservative basis of one-half the force provided to meet 
actual conditions in other navies. Officers in the line are 
now increasing only at the rate of ten a year, and the 
number of cadets at the Academy should be increased. 
there being accommodations there for 800 when the new 
buildings are completed. It is proposed to allow two ca- 
dets for each member of Congress, with ten at large, giv- 
ing to the Navy a total of 350 lieutenants and 600 lieu- 
tenants, J. G., and ensigns. 

Attention is called to the disability under which we 
suffer abroad owing to our want of Navy officers of suf- 
ficient rank to hold their own among foreign officers when 
prestige is determined by rank. It is recommended that 
we have four vice admirals and fourteen rear admirals. 

Concerning a Naval Reserve the report says: “The 
grave error of failing to provide a sufficient personnel, 
which has crept into our naval policy, can in some meas- 
ure be met by the establishment of a suitable Naval Re- 
serve, and the Bureau recommends that the Department 
ask Congress at the earliest opportunity to provide for a 
national Naval Reserve by passing a bill similar in pur- 
port to that recently recommended by the general board.”

JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL OF THE NAVY. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Navy, Captain 
Samuel C. Lemly, in his annual report states that the 
increase in the business of his office in the last fiscal 
year was greater than usual. He renews his recommen- 
dation that naval courts-martial be empowered to compel 
the attendance of civilian witnesses and permitted to 
make use of depositions. He favors the passage by Con- 
gress of a bill to simplify the systems by which exami- 
nations are conducted by naval examining and retiring 
boards, and urges the enactment of the measure which 
passed the Senate but failed in the House last winter, 
with an amendment providing that the certificate pre- 
scribed shall read “both at sea and on shore.” = 

Captain Lemly recommends legislation authorizing of- 
ficers in command of naval stations outside the continen- 
tal limits of the United States to convene general courts- 
martial. He recommends measures to secure to the Gov- 
ernment the use of devices patented by naval officers and 
favors the adoption by the Navy of the plan in vogue in 





several of the states, of placing persons convicted of 
first offense on probation during behavior. Attep. 
tion is called to the need of an adequate law library fo, 
the Department.

DEPARTMENT OF ALASKA. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. George M. Randajj 
commanding the Department of Alaska, which has fons 
issued from the headquarters at Fort. St. Michael, tej, 
an interesting story of military effort in that inhospita. 
ble Territory. The work which has chiefly engaged ti, 
Department since the date of the las report is the cop. 
struction of the military telegraph line and military rogq 
through Alaska, and General Randall shows that theg 
projects are making substantial headway. The tele. 
graph line between Fort St. Michael and Koltag was 
completed on May 6 and has been in operation ever singe 
Another line has been extended to Nulato, which is 199 
miles from Fort St. Michael and 650 miles from the 
mouth of the Yukon. The telegraph lines which have 
been completed in Alaska aggregate about 400 miles 
‘The work is being pushed along the Yukon river above 
Nulato and by the close of navigation in September it js 
hoped that there will be telegraphic communication he. 
tween Fort St. Michael and Fort Gibbon, a distance by 
the line of about 420 miles. The report continues: 
“The work upon the Trans-Alaskan Road, under Capt. 
W. R. Abercrombie, 2d Inf., Acting Engineer Office; 
of the Department, was prosecuted with energy and 
under trying conditions. The latest information from 
Captain Abercrombie is to the effect that the crossing 
of the Tanana will be reached by next November. 

“Major Frank Greene, Signal Officer, left Fort §¢ 
Michael March 28, for Fort Gibbon, to give imstructions 
relative to the construction of a telegraph line betwee, 
Nulato and Gibbon. 

“Special recognition is due to Lieuts. R. S. Offer 
and W. O. Smith, 7th Inf., and to Lieut. O. B. Grimm, 
Signal Officer, on the line from here to Kaltag, for their 
zeal and energy in the execution of this trying duty, 
and to Lieuts. P. M. Cochran and J. M. Loud, 7th 
Inf., working between Gibbon and Nulato, and to Lieut. 
G. C. Burnell, Signal Corps, working from Valdez: also 
to Lieut. H. Erickson, 7th Inf., who spent most of 
the winter in the work of exploring and locating , 
route through the untraveled region southward of the 
Yukon Flats between Rampart and Egbert. These of. 
ficers did their work well, and were subjected to th 
same privation and hardships as were the men under 
them, of whose wants they were always mindful.” 

General Randall reports that weather conditions iy 
Alaska for the last year have been peculiarly trying. 
The ice did not leave the bay of St. Michael unti! July 
3, or three weeks later than it usually does. The cold 
from November to April is so intense that “it may ap- 
pear a hardship to require men to work out of doors and 
camp out under such conditions,” but the work to bk 
performed compelled it. As to the condition of the 
troops under his command, General Randall says: 

“Owing to the isolation of posts in the department, 
to the lack of facilities for communication, for instruc 
tion in drill and for convening courts-martial, it is naz 
ural to expect that troops left for several years to serve 
under these conditions must deteriorate in military eff 
ciency. I therefore recommend that troops stationed ir 
this department be relieved every two years. I would 
also recommend that only men with more than two yea 
to serve be ordered to duty in Alaska. I have just mad 
an inspection of the posts of Fort Egbert and Fort Gil 
bon, on the Yukon. The commands at these posts a 
well cared for and in a good state of discipline. Author- 
itv has recently been received for the transfer of Com 
panies F and L at Gibbon to the States, and for the as- 
signment of B and K, same regiment, from St. Michael 
and Davis to take their place.” 

In General Randall’s opinion the location of depart 
ment headquarters in Alaska has had a pronounced bene 
ficial effect toward the protection of life and property and 
the maintenance of law and order in the Territory. Thi: 
has been accomplished without friction with the civi 
authorities, and in harmony with the desires of the bes 
elements of the population.

DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI. 


rig. Gen. Henry C. Merriam, commanding the D 
partment of the Missouri, after naming the organization 
serving in the Department and referring to the lyceum 
for theoretical instruction for officers established by 
general order in October, 1900, says in his annual report 
“Schemes for lyceum work submitted by past commané 
ers indicated a laudable desire to keep abreast of t 
times in professional study. However, owing to ti 
scarcity of officers and the many and varied duties fallin 
to those present, General Lee, who had succeeded me 
Department Commander, suspended the lyceum work 0 
Jan. 4 for the remainder of the season.” . 

Referring to the general order prescribing calistheni¢ 
and gymnastics as part of the field exercises it is point 
out that “this order provides for turning out entire uni 
once each week, in field dress and equipment, for sow 
specific field exercise or problem. This principle is 4? 
plied even to posts garrisoned by a single company ° 
troop, by organizing the platoons into quasi permanel 
sub-units, completely prepared to march at call, to ® 
neuver, and camp alone, for an indefinite period if nee 
ful. This plan is found in practice to prepare the unit 
to meet sudden calls, turning out their whole streng 
without delay or question, and without regard to detal 
of post administration which the plan teaches to adj 
itself from the remaining organizations. The advantag 
possessed by a tactical unit so trained to turn out sud 
denly, in its entire strength, and trained to work ¢ 
gether under all conditions of field service, over a me 
mixed detachment called together hastily for an emeé 
gency, is too great and too manifest to admit of di 
cussion. 

“There is a notion too prevalent in the Army, ¢? 
cially among the older officers, that a soldier who } 
once learned the details of the drill regulations—™ 
mere mechanism of tactical and calisthenic exercises 
may be excused from drill without detriment, forgett!” 
that bodies of men can maintain the power of colle 
action only by frequent collective practice, even in 
simplest exercises. A high degree of perfection in 
lective execution may admit of shortening the drill] hou 
but should never justify its omission, nor should the 
dinary post administration be permitted to deplete 
ranks at drills and exercises.” 

The organization of the new Cavalry regiment, 
14th, at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., has been rapid 
thorough. Great credit is due to the pt and regimen! 
commanders, Lieut. Col. Jesse M. , 6th Inf., 
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Lieut. Col. Cooper, 14th Cayv., and the officers of the 
14th Cavalry and other officers assigned to assist in its 
organization. 

The recommendation of Capt. R. E. L. Michie for im- 
provement of the cavalry bit is commended for attention 
of the Chief of Ordnance. Even with the recent im- 
provement which has rendered the bit less severe upon 
the mouths of young horses, there is still a considerable 
percentage of horses made vicious by umdue severity in 
the use of the bit. General Merriam believes that a re- 
turn to the double rein fully justified, for at least half of 
each troop, to avoid this evil referred to. 

With the exception of a threatened disturbance by 
several sections each of about 50 a Snake Indian 
outlaws who, in January, 1901, terrorized the people re- 
siding between Eufala and Wetumka and between Deep 
Fork and South Canadian River there has been no call 
for use of troops on account of Indian disturbances with- 
in the Department. 

Among the supplementary reports accompanying Gen- 
eral Merriam’s is that of Capt. James B. Erwin, 4th 
Cay., Acting Judge Advocate, who calls attention to the 
construction placed upon Section 5438 of the Revised 
Statutes by the District Judge of the ‘United States 
Court, E. D. of Missouri. The case was that of a sol- 
dier who deserted from Jefferson Barracks and sold arti- 
cles of his clothing to one Turner. The latter was 
charged with violating Section:5438, and the Court held 
that it Was necessary not alone to prove that the clothing 
purchased was the property of the United States, but the 
Government was compelled to prove that the defendant 
knew that the deserter was in fact a soldier of the United 
States, and therefore not authorized to sell said clothing. 

“This construction,” says the Acting Judge Advorate, 
“practically opens the door to many frauds upon the 
United States, because it will in most cases be impos- 


sible to prove that the purchasers knew that the person 
olfering the property of the United States was authorized 
to do so. 


The report of Major John W. Pullman, Chief Quarter- 
master, is also appended, as well as that of Lieut. Col. 
I). B. Wilson, 25th Inf., Acting Chief Commissary. He 
states that no delay was experienced in supplying the 
posts in the Department; they were supplied promptly 
and fully at all times, avoiding an accumulation of sup- 
plies as far as practicable. In consequence, the losses, 
due he deterioration or damage by heat or cold, were very 
small. 

The sanitary condition of the several posts in the 
Department, according to the report of Lieut. Col. James 
I. Kimball, Deputy Surgeon General, U. S. A., Chief 
Surgeon, is generally good. The water supply at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., which is taken from the Missouri 
River, is ample in quantity, but poor in quality. It is 
always more or less muddy and often contaminated with 
disease germs from sewage, and is not safe for drinking 
unless it has been boiled. In view of the discovery that 
mosquitoes serve as agencies for the transmission of dis- 
ease germs, it is urged that the barracks at Fort Leaven- 
worth be provided with wire window and door screens, 
in order to prevent the infection of the occupants with 
the malaria parasite. 

At Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, the water supply, 
which is from the water mains of the city of St. Louis, 
is said to be unsatisfactory on account of its turbidity. 

At Fort Robinson, Nebraska, typhoid fever has been 
prevalent for several years, there having been six, cases 
last year. The water supply and other possible sources 
of infection had been investigated with negative results, 
until in August, 1900, the surgeon reported that the milk 
furnished by a certain dealer was contaminated. Its sale 
was at once stopped, and but one case of typhoid fever 
has since occurred. 

In the report of Capt. R. E. L. Michie, 12th Cav., 
Acting Adjutant General, it is noted that the command- 
ing officer, Fort Crook, has suggested that a special car- 
tridge with reduced charges of powder and different sized 
targets be issued for use at posts where range facilities 
are limited and do not permit of using the service car- 
tridge on account of danger of interference with private 
property. It is understood that the Ordnance Depart- 
ment is experimenting to obtain such a cartridge. 

Capt. Farrand Sayre, 8th Cav., in charge of Apache 
prisoners of war at Fort Sill, O. T., reports that there 
were 30 deaths and 17 births among the Apache prisoners 
last year—a loss of 13. These prisoners are generally a 
moral, industrious, truthful, honest and docile people. 

The other supplementary reports transmitted by Gen- 
eral Merriam are those of Major John P. Baker, Chief 
l’aymaster, and Major G. L. Scott, 10th Cav., command- 
ng at Fort Sill, O. T.

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DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS. 


Col. James N. Wheelan, 12th Cay., commanding the 
Dept. of Texas, states in his annual report that he 
has been in command so short a time—only since June 
4), 1901—that he has had to depend for his report 
largely upon reports already on file. 

The most serious event occurring in the Department 
during the year was the disastrous storm at Galveston 
in September. 

The formation and instruction of the 12th Cavalry 
have been rapidly advanced. In organizing the regimcnt 
efforts were made to keep together the troops of the 
different squadrons, the idea being that under these con- 
ditions squadron commanders could be held responsible 
for the discipline and instruction of their commands. 
Conditions were such, however, as to force the abandon- 
ment of this undertaking. 

The distribution of the troops has been confined to 
points on the railroad, so that in the event of the regi- 
ment being required for duty abroad, it might be quickly 
assembled. 

The 2d Battery, Field Artillery, stationed at Fort Sam 
Ifouston, is splendidly accommodated with stables, store- 
houses and gun-shed, but the commanding officer is at 
a loss to know what to do when the guns, horses and 
other necessary stores for the 17th Battery arrive at the 
same post, no adequate accommodations being available. — 

The detention at Fort Bliss of one field officer and 36 
enlisted men as witnesses in criminal cases before the 
State courts is an abuse which requires correction. 

The water supply at Fort Ringgold, which is taken 
from the Rio Grande, has me a matter of serious 
concern on account of the shifting of the channel of the 
river to the Mexican side. The drilling of artesian wells 
has been recommended and proposals invited for sinking 
them. 

Pending .action of the War Department on the recom- 
mendations as to the disposition of Fort Brown, this 
garrison has not been increased. = 

The regular lyceum course for the season was limited 
to the preparation of a single essay by each officer, on 
account of the reduced condition of garrisons and lack of 
officers. 

Among the reports accompanying Colonel Wheelan’s 
is that of Capt. Charles D. Roberts, 17th Inf., Acting 





Judge Advocate. The number of enlisted men tried in 
the Department by general court-martial during the 
year was 65. The average enlisted strength of the De- 
partment for the year was 899. Percentage of general 
court-martial cases tried, 7.23. 

According to the report of Col. John Simpson, Acting 
Quartermaster General, Acting Chief Commissary, the 
losses in all subsistence stores have been reduced almost 
to a minimum. In fresh vegetables there was no loss 
excepting at Forts Brown and Ringgold, the long wagon 
haul to those posts making it almost impossible to avoid 
loss more or less. 

Col. Peter J. A. Cleary, A. S. G., Chief Surgeon, points 
out that while there are many excellent and highly quali 

men in the ranks of the contract surgeons, as a 
body they are below par in the estimation of officers and 
enlisted men, and through no fault of their own, but 
because of the absurd and contradictory circumstances 
of their position. 

re Colonel Wheelan’s report are those also 
of Capt. F. W. Sibley, 2d Cav., Acting Adjutant General ;

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DEPARTMENT OF THE COLUMBIA. 


Following is the annual report of Major General Sam- 
uel 15. M. Young: 

In submitting the annual report of the operations of 
this Department for the year ending June 30, 1901, I 
have the honor to state that having assumed command 
of the same on the 30th day of June of the present year, 
I am not personally acquainted with the details of affairs 
occurring therein during that period. 

The annual reports of the officers of the Department 
Staff, showing the transactions of their respective depart- 
ments for the year, are herewith submitted. During that 
period it appears that the strength of the command had 
increased by 13 officers and 630 enlisted men. No mili- 
tary movements of importance have taken place or dis- 
turbances requiring their presence as conservators of the 
peace, the troops having been employed solely in the 
usual garrison duty. Their discipline, health and effici- 
ency have been improved; the percentage of trials and 
desertions has decreased; troops and stores have been 
moved promptly when required; supplies of food and 
clothing have been adequate and satisfactory in all re- 
spects. 

Large numbers of horses and mules and quantities of 
forage, required to meet the demands of the troops in the 
Philippine Islands, have been purchased within the limits 
of this Department, and shipped to their destination by 
the Quartermaster’s Department in a highly satisfactory 
manner, and this department has also supplied the posts 
of Forts Liscum, Valdez, and Camp Skagway, Alaska, 
with such stores and funds as were required for the needs 
of those garrisons, and in connection with the Sabsistence 
Department has arranged a much simplified and im- 
gg method of supply for the remaining posts in Al- 
aska. 

The water supply of posts is reported satisfactory 
with the exception of that at Forts Casey and Flagler, 
Wash., and Fort Stevens, Oregon, but provision for 
these is now under way. 

In respect to a sufficiency of quarters for the troops 
then in garrison and those to arrive, it is reported that 
additional buildings, to complete a two company post, are 
now in course of construction at Fort Lawton, and at 
Fort Columbia, Wash., a contract has been made for the 
erection of buildings to accommodate one company. Work 
on the defenses of Puget Sound is progressing toward 
completion, much having been accomplished. 

The posts of Fort Sherman and Camp Osborne, Idaho, 
have been broken up during the past year. The former 
has been transferred to the Interior Department and the 
latter abandoned. The grounds at Camp Osborne were 
rented by the State of Idaho; the public property was 
sent to posts. 

General Young’s report is supplemented with the re- 
ports of Lieut. Col. W. V. Richards, 7th Inf., Acting Ad- 
jutant General; Lieut. Col. J. W. Jacobs, Chief Quarter- 
master: Major Charles R. Krauthoff, Chief Commissary ; 
Lieut. Col. and Deputy Surgeon General J. B. Girard, 
Chief Surgeon; Cant. James B. Houston, Chief Paymas- 
ter; Lieut. Col. Marion P. Maus, 'nspector General; 
Lieut. Col. W. V. Richards, 7th Inf., Engineer Office, 
and Lieut.

DEPARTMENT OF THE LAKES. 


Major Gen. E. S. Otis, commanding the Department of 
Lakes, reports that owing to his brief term of service in 
the department and the changes in the several staff corps 
the reports for this year are much less comprehensive and 
exact in detail than usual. The detail imposed by the 
closing of war conditions and thé increase of the Army 
has also absorbed much time, so that with these and the 
time given to the Department of Dakota he has not been 
able to find time for a contemplated annual inspection. 
The united garrisons of the five department ts num- 
bered last November 38 officers and 1,460 enlisted men. 
They began gradually to increase last April and now ag- 
gregate 45 officers and 2, enlisted men; and duri 
the period 581 enlisted men of the 5th Inf. at Fort Sheri- 
dan were sent to the Philippines and 1,486 recruits were 
passed through Columbus Barracks. 

Target practice has been or is now being held at most 
of the posts and a few practice marches conduc 
Lyceums and schools have been maintained at all posts, 
except Columbus Barracks, where the transient character 
of the garrison has made it impracticable, and the former 
orders regarding instruction are again becoming opera- 
tive. 

Accommodations for general and garrison qicews 
are greatly wanted, 135 being in confinement. ith the 
loss to the Army of the Fort Leavenworth prison as a 
place of confinement for soldiers found guilty of grave 
military offenses, post guard houses have become over- 
crowded, and resort must be had to the means adopted at 
Fort Sheridan, namely, increased prison facilities. Com- 
plaint is made of the lack of officers, there being in some 
cases only one to a company. At two and three company 
posts it was impossible to assemble officers enough for a 
minority membership on a court-martial, and members of 
the personal and departmental staff have had to attend to 
detail duties. In addition to their usual duties o 
have been compelled ot attend to the details of expendi- 





tures on contracts for supplies for troops in the field. 
The single master has been heavily overworked. 
Peace has reigned within the borders of this command 
and all department matters have proceeded without fric- 
tion. 
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DEPAnTMENT OF CALIFORNIA. 


Following is the annual report of Major General 8. B, 
M. Young: 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
Department of California for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1901. I assumed command of the Department at the 
close of the fiscal vear, relieving Major General Shafter 
on the 30th day of June, 1901, and I cannot, theref 
speak from personal knowledge regarding department 
affairs for that year, and at this date I have not, as yet, 
become, sufficiently acquainted with the personnel of my 
command more than to state that so far as I am able to 
judge, the officers and men are efficient in the perform- 
ance of their duties, and are drilled and instructed in a 
satisfactory manner. 

I respectfully refer to the reports of the officers in 
charge of the various Staff Departments, hereto ap- 
pended, for detailed information in regard to the work 
of the Department. 

It will observed that the great activity in the shi

General, Department of California, for the year 
continued throughout the fiscal year just closed. 1 
commendations of General Shafter in regard to the pains- 
taking care and ability shown in the performance of this 
important duty during 1900, is believed to apply with 
equal force to the operations of the year 1901, 

The needs of the Department in regard to the dispo- 
sition of the new troops recently formed; the construc- 
tion of additional quarters; the increase of accommoda- 
tions at the General Hospital, Presidio of San Francisco 
(which seems to me to be a very urgent matter), and the 
proper care of the modern armament, are all receiving 
mv careful consideration and attention, and will form 
the subject of an extended report at the close of the 
present fiscal vear.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER, 


The Secretary of War recently transmitted to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury a letter of inquiry from 
Major W. M. Black, C. E., U. 8. A., which has called 
forth an important decision from Assistant Comptroller 
Mitchell. In the Army Appropriation bill of March 2, 


1901, were appropriations for expenses of the Engineer 
Department at Willets Point, together with $5,000 for the 
Engineer School, and $12,000 for additions to the building 
containing the collection of engineering models. 

Since these appropriations the school has been removed 
to Washington Barracks. Major Black's letter was to 
inquire whether all or a portion of the appro riation of 
March 2, 1901, can be legally expended at ashington. 
The gist of Assistant Comptroller Mitchell's ruling on 
this question is contained in the following extracts from 
his reply: “I see no reason why the appropriation for 
the school proper may not be used for the current 
expenses of the school whenever wished. The appro- 
priation for additien to the building is local, and can 
only be used for the object specified at that place. 
Nothing short of an act of Congress can authorize its 
diversion to any other purpose than that for which it 
was made or the covering of it into the Treasury.” 

The Assistant Comptroller, L. P. Mitchell, has re- 
considered his decision in the case of Timothy D. 
Keleher, Paymaster U. 8. A., and now decides that the 
act of Feb. 2, 1901, exempts officers of the class to 
which he belongs from the operation of the Act of July 
31, 1894, which forbids persons having a salary of 
$2,500 a year from being appointed to any other office to 
which a salary is attached. The later Act provides * That 
persons who have served in the Volunteer Army since 
April 21, 1898, as additional paymasters may be appointed 
to positions in the grade of cantain, created by this sec- 
tion.” It has been decided that the removal of the 
incumbent of an office is prerequisite to the investure 
of another person with that office, and the incumbent is 
entitled to the compensation of the office until relieved. 
It is accordingly decided that, in view of the action of 
the War Department in retaining Major Keleher in the 
volunteer service until May 19, 1901, ethovse he had 
accepted the office in the Regular Army on May 4, 
the delay from May 4 to May 19, 1901, was not un- 
reasonable, and that having continued to perform the 
duties of his former office to the latter date he is en- 
titled to retain the pay he has received as major for 
that period. 

In the case of a certain employee at the Brooklyn 
Yard wanted as a witness in the Schley case, the Comp- 
troller decided that if said employe is ordered ie com- 
petent authority to testify before the court of inquiry 
he would be entitled to his actual expenses while gol 
to and returning from and while in attendance upon sal 
court, and that his compensation as such per diem em- 
loye should be allowed him, and not the per diem of 
$1.2 allowed witnesses generally. It follows that the 
time while so necessarily absent from his place of em- 
ployment should not be charged against his annua! 
leave allowed by law to employees of class. 

In the case of the discharge and reenlistment of 7 
McCready, gunnery sergeant, and J. J. Rooney, U. 8. 
Marine Corps, now serving at San Juan, P. R., the 
Comptroller decides that the travel allowance of an 
enlisted man on discharge, whether under the name of 
travel pay or transportation and subsistence in kind 
are not subject to the limitations regarding his pay, an 
that a soldier may make any waiver or contract witn 
regard to such allowances as he may deem ,~ kh vy 
a sufficient consideration moving from the t. 
Officers of the Navy. entitled to mileage may waive th 
claim to mileage by accepting transportation and sub- 
sistence in lieu thereof.

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FOREIGN NOTES OF INTEREST. 


It is announced that Port-au-France, in Martinique, is 
to be fortified as a naval harbor forthwith. The plans 
have been prepared for several years, but nothing prac- 
tical yet has been done. Now the project is to be taken 
in hand energetically, and no time will be lost in convert- 
ing the place into a new base for the fleet. 

The adoption of the gyroscope has given the White- 
head torpedo such accuracy at a two thousand yards 
range that on a dark night a torpedo craft can use her 
weapon at a range at which she would have nothing to 
fear from gun fire, and at which she would be almost in- 
visible. 

Karly next year the present reserve division of the 
French Mediterranean fleet will be transferred into a 
permanent fleet of the second class, and will be com- 
manded by a Vice-Admiral, probably Vice-Admiral Bie- 
naime, now on the staff in Paris. The new fleet will 
comprise 14 or 15 vessels, as in the year 1893, when the 
system was last in force, and the battleships Magenta, 
Marceau, Terrible and Caiman have already been com- 
missioned for the service. 

In a recent letter the British Admiralty states that 
birching and caning is confined solely to boys rated as 
such. Flogging does not take place in the Royal Navy, 
the power of commanding officers to award corporal pun- 
ishment being suspended. 

According to the London correspondent of The Glas- 
gow Herald, the German Naval authorities have decided 
to build a torpedo destroyer fitted with Parsons’ steam 
turbines, with a view to testing the efliciency of this form 
of motor. 

Experiments to test the efficiency of acetylene as an 
illuminant for lighthouses have been carried on in the 
harbor of Genoa, Italy. The apparatus used consisted 
of four separate generators, and for a period of 100 days 
of ten hours each the lighthouse was worked with the 
new gas with satisfactory results. It is even stated that 
while the Tino electric light, which is forty miles dis- 
tant from Genoa, could never be seen from there, the Ge- 
noa acetylene light was quite visible at Tino. 

According to a British Board of Trade report, issued 
recently, 1250 persons were killed and 7353 injured in 
the working of English railways during last year. In 
addition to these, the companies have reported 75 persons 
killed and 12,219 injured from accidents that occurred 
on their premises, but were not connected with the move- 
ment of railway vehicles. Of course the unnecessary or 
improper killing of even a single man is to be condemned, 
but, in view of such statistics as these, 1t is difficult to 
understand why the mere fact that there is loss of life 
in the conduct of war should so impress the civilian im- 
agination. 

The torpedo boat No. 107 passed her final official full- 
speed trial at the mouth of the Thames on Sept. 23. 
The mean speed on the measured mile was 25.401, and 
that for the three hours 25.206, the indicated horse- 
power being 2899. The notable features of the trial 
were the smoothness with which the engines worked, the 
low air pressure in the stokeholds and the han- 
diness of the boat in turning. The diameter of the 
circles at full speed was not more than three lengths un- 
der starboard helm, and four lengths under port helm; 
the boat remaining practically upright. The trial was 
made with the full sea-zoing load of 42 tons on board. 

The British torpedo boat destroyer Vulture, it is re- 
ported, has buckled in heavy seas, while on her way from 
Portsmouth to Portland. She had to return to Ports- 
mouth, where it was found that several of her plates 
were broken in. There seems to be no doubt that 
in this type of craft the hulls have been constructed too 
light for safety, and will not stand the strain imposed 
upon them. 

Assuming that three sailing shin tons equal one steam- 
er ton, the tonnage of Great Britain increased in the ten 
years from 1890 to 1900 from 8,584,000 to 11,700,000, 
that of Germany from 1,146,000 to 2,116,000, and that 
of the United States from 952,900 to 1,131,151. This is 
an increase of 36 per cent. for Great Britain, 86 per cent. 
for Germany and only 19 per cent. for the United States. 
The French fleet has not materially increased. 
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On the last race for the America’s Cup on Oct. 4, be- 
tween the American yacht Columbia and the British 
yacht Shamrock, the honors went to the American boat 
after the closest race for the cup on record. Boat for 
boat, the Shamrock came in ahead by two seconds, but by 
the time allowance due the Columbia, the latter won by 
41 seconds. It was the best series of races yet sailed for 
the cup, and remarkable for the closeness of the finishes. 
Boat for boat, Columbia beat Shamrock in_the_ three 
races 3 minutes 27 seconds in 90 miles. As 25 miles of 
the 90 lay to windward, the total distance “footed” was 
about 100 miles. Deducting 17 seconds Shamrock lost in 


starting the third race, the actual difference in speed was 
but 190 seconds in 100 miles. There are many who hold 
that the Shamrock still has a chance to win. Her crew 
after sailing against such a crack-a-jack as the Columbia, 
are now only just beginning to know their boat. If the 
Shamrock is raced in these waters another season, she 
will then be properly “tuned up,” and fully fit to make 
another fight, with better hopes of success. Sir Thomas 
Lipton still has faith in the Shamrock’s ability to beat 
Columbia. He desired another try next season, but un- 
der the deed of gift of the America’s Cup, if he desires a 
race next season, he must either build a new boat, or 
wait until 1903. It is hoped he will take part in club 
races and runs with the Shamrock next year, as he will 
then have ample opportunity to further test his boat, and 
will meet both the Columbia and Constitution. 
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Captain Baird, military instructor at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Boston, has announced sev- 
eral changes to be made in the uniform worn by the 
cadets this year. The color will still be dark blue, but 
straight collars will take the place of the turn-down pat- 
tern heretofore worn. The jackets will be trimmed with 
inch and a quarter black braid and brass buttons will be 
discarded. he style of cap used in the Regular Army 
will be adopted. he changes have met with general ap- 
proval among the students. The new uniforms will be 
furnished by the Oak Hall Clothing Company, Boston.

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WINSTON CHURCHILL’S LITERARY CAREER. 


The New York Times publishes an interesting inter- 
view with Mr. Winston Churchill, from which we take 
he following: 

“You are a graduate of the Naval Academy, are you 
not, Mr. Churchill?’ 

“Yes, I was graduated there in ’94. Like a great 
nany other boys, | went to the Academy, so to speak, by 
cident, and although it didn’t take me long to decide 
detinitely that I was not meant for the Navy, I deter- 
nined to finish the course anyway. Right after gradua- 
tion, however, I resigned to take a position on THE ARMY 
\ND NAVY JOURNAL, with which I remained four or five 
mouths. Then one day when I was up at The Cosmopoli- 
tan, at Irvington-on- -the-Hudson, I saw Mr. Walker and 
isked him to give me a position, and he did so.” 

“Without knowing anything about you? That was 
horoughly American, at least. You would never have 
got a job in Europe in that manner.” 

“No, I know I shouldn’t. However, that was the way 
| got with the Cosmopolitan.” 

“And how long did you stay there?’ 

“Several months, and then, the managing editor re- 
signing, I was given his position, which I held for three 
months before I, too, resigned. I never worked so hard 
in my life as I did in those three months. After that, 
however, I made up my mind that the only way was to 
cut loose and do something on my own account.” 

“That seems to be the only manner in which one can 
rise nowadays, doesn’t it? Besides, there is very little 
danger of one’s actually starvi ‘ing, although one may suf- 
fer hardships by the process.’ 

“Well, I don’t know about the starving question if you 
are absolutely without means. I shouldn’t much care 
about trying it.” 

“One of the very first books I ever reviewed, Mr. 
Churchill,” 1 said, “was ‘The Celebrity.’ That was your 
first book, was it not?’ 

“Yes, that was my first published book,” said the au- 
thor, with a deprecating laugh, as though speaking of a 
child in whom he felt no great pride. “I wrote “The 
Celebrity’ really for recreation, as a relief from ‘Rich- 
ard Carvel,’ which I then had in hand and which I hard- 
ly felt myself strong enough to finish. 











“There | is quite a story connected with the welting: 36 
the end of ‘The Celebrity.’ I went to Europe in 

and left the incomplete manuscript in the hands of a 
friend, solely for safe keeping. o my astonishment, 
while in England I received a letter from him saying 
that the Macmillans had accepted it and were awaiting 
the end of the story.” 

Mr. Churchill lained that he wrote two endings to 
the book, neither of which was satisfactory. Continuing 
Mr. Churchill aula: 

“On my return to America I saw Mr. Brett of the 
Macmillan Company, and he urged me to complete the 
book. ‘You won’t take my advice, I know,’ he said, ‘but 
by all means finish it, even if it seems trivial to you. 

I re-wrote the whole story, although it was like draw- 
ing teeth to do so, as I had entirely lost interest in it. 
And two years ~y I sent it in again, together with 
the first five chapters of ‘Richard Carvel.’ “The Celeb- 
rity’ was immediatelv accepted and avo ‘Richard Carvel’ 
on the strength of the chapters submitted, and because 
I had stuck to the other book. After that not a single 
member of the Macmillan firm ever saw a page of the 
remainder of the manuscript of ‘Richard Carvel,’ as it 
was sent in chapter by chapter and set up immediately.” 

“Was “The lebrity’ Kichard Harding Davis, Mr. 
C = ad 

‘No, indeed. At the time I was living a very retired 
».e. [had never met Mr. Davis and knew nothing about 
him, so that I was thunderstruck when the reviewers 
all came out and charged me with caricaturing him.” 

“When I read the book,” I said, “there never was the 
least doubt in my mind that it was intended for nim. It 
was a strange coincidence.” 

The talk then drifted to America and Americanism, es- 
pecially as typified in President Roosevelt. ‘I chanced 
to be with the Vice President when the news of the as- 
sassination of President McKinley came to him,” said 
Mr. Churchill. “It was at Isle La Motte, in Lake Cham- 
plain, at the annual dinner of the Vermont Fish and 
Game League. It was not a political meeting, but it 
came very near being one, and there was much Roaseveit 
enthusiasm in the air. There were four or five of us 
who spoke to about a thousand people in a large tent. 
After the Vice President’s speech there was an informal 
reception on the lawn of Governor Fisk’s house there, 
and it was during this reception that the news came by 
telephone of the attack on the President. I wish that 
the American people could have seen Mr. Roosevelt un- 
der those circumstances. Some people have been found 
calling Mr. Roosevelt emotional. I wish that these could 
have seen him then, in this most trying moment, when 
his whole future career was at stake. No man ever held 
himself better in hand. His career seems to promise as 
remarkable an example of destiny as any in our history.” 








SPANISH PRISONERS IN LUZON. 


Some concern is felt in Spain at the unknown fate of 
many thousand former Spanish officers, soldiers, and 


marines supposed to be either prisoners of the Filipino 
insurgents, or scattered throughout the Philippine 
Islands. The Epoca of Madrid, while not placing too 
much credence in this report, considers that the subject 
deserves attention, and gives a place in its columns to the 
statement that more than seven thousand families in 
Spain are ignorant of the fate of their relatives, chil- 
dren, and wives, who three years ago were held captives 
by the Tagalos in the’ oe “Of the 11,000 Span- 
ish captives of the Tagalos, “7 4,000 soldiers, women 
and children, have returned to Spain, namely, those lib- 
erated by the Yankees.” 

From The Epoca we learn that “the ladies of the Cen- 
tral Junta, or committee, lately requested of the Prime 
Minister, Senor Sagasta, an audience, but he declined to 
receive them on the pretext that his many official duties 
prevented; they obtained a similar answer from the 
President of the Congress. Later they again appealed to 
Senor Sagasta, beseeching him to attend to their urgent 
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supplications, but he has not yet deigned to acknowl- 


edge their petition. It is said that the unhappy fami- 
lies are thinking of sending over, through a previous ar- 
rangement with the Filipinos, two commissioners, chosen 
from the relatives of the captives, who shall endeavor to 
assemble the living, and gather all possible ns . 
ing the dead. -In order to carry out oe poe 

they intend addressing a memorial to the rican + ~ 
ate through the wife of Admiral Dewey, the petition to 
be signed by all the mothers, daughters, wives and sisters 
interested in this matter.’ 

The Epoca, as translated by the Literary Digest, 
says there is some exaggeration in these statistics and 
that extremely few Spanish prisoners now remain in the 
hands of the rebels. Considering the fact that the insur- 
gents are glad to send back the American prisoners as the 
Boers do with English prisoners, it is not clear why the 
Filipinos should encumber themselves with prisoners who 
do not belong to the forces they are fighting.

GENERAL SHERMAN'’S SOLITARY DRINK. 


In his readable volume “The End of an Era,” John 
S. Wise tells the following story of the negotiations for 
the surrender of the Confederate forces under Gen. 
“Joe” Johnston: 

“Johnston had known Sherman weil in the United 
Army. Their first interview near Greensboro 
resulted in an engagement to meet for further discus- 
sion the following day. As they were parting, Johnston 
remarked : 

By the way, Cumps, Breckinridge, our Secretary of 
War, is with me. He is a very able fellow and a better 
lawyer than any of us. If there is no objection, I wil! 
fetch him along to-morrow.” 

bristling up, General Sherman exclaimed: “Secre- 
tary of War! No, no; we don’t recognize any civil gov- 
ernment among you fellows, Joe. No, I don’t want 
any Secretary of War.” 

“Well,” said General Johnston, “he is also a Major 
(eneral in the Confederate Army. Is there anv objec- 
tion to his presence in the capacity of Major General?” 

“Oh,” quoth Sherman in his characteristic way, “Ma- 

: General! Well, any Major General you may bring 
| shall be glad to meet. But recollect, Johnston, no 
Secretary of War. Do you understand?” 

The next day General Johnston, accompanied by 
Major General Breckinridge and others, was at the ren- 
dezvous before Sherman. ‘“‘You know how fond of his 
liquor Breckinridge was?’ added General Johnston, as 
he went on with his story. “Well, nearly everything to 
drink had been absorbed. For several days, Breckin- 
ridge had found it difficult, if not impossible, to procure 
liquor. He showed the effeet of his enforced abstinence. 
Ile was rather dull and heavy that morning. Somebody 

1 Danville had given him a plug of very fine chewing 
tobacco and he chewed vigorously while we were await- 
ing Sherman’s coming. After awhile the latter arrived. 
Ile bustled in with a pair of saddlebags over his arm and 

nologized for being late. He placed the saddlebags 
carefully upon a chair. Introductions followed and for 
iwhile General Sherman made himself exceedingly agree-

able. Finally, some one suggested that we had. better 
take up the matter in hand. 

“Yes,” said Sherman, “but, gentlemen, it occurred to 
me that perhaps you were not overstocked with liquor, 
and I procured some medical stores on my way over. 
Will you join me before we begin work?’ 

General Johnston said he watched the expression of 
Begckiciies at this announcement, and it was beatific. 

Tossing his quid into the fire, he rinséd his mouth, and 
when the bottle and the glass were ed to him, he 
poured out a tremendous drink, which swallowed with 
great satisfaction. With an air of content, he stroked 
his moustache and took a fresh chew of tobacco. 

Then they settled down to business, and Breckinridge 
never shone more brilliantly than he did in the discus- 
sions which followed. He seemed to have at his tongue’s 
end every rule and maxim of international and constitu- 
tional law, and of the laws of war—international wars, 
civil wars, and wars of rebellion. In fact, he was so 
resourceful,, covent, persuasive, learned, that, at one 
stage of the proceedings, General Sherman, when con- 
fronted by the authority, but not convinced by the elo- 
quence or learning of Breckinridge, pushed back his 
chair and exclaimed. 

“See here, gentlemen, who is doing this surrendering 
anyhow? If this thine goes on, you'll have me se 
a letter of apology to Jeff Davis.” 

Afterward, when they were nearing the close of the 
conference, Sherman sat for some time absorbed in deep 
thought. Then he arose, went to the saddlebags and 
fumbled for the bottle. Breckinridge saw the movement. 
Again he took his quid from his mouth and tossed it into 
the fireplace. His eye brightened, and he gave every 
evidence of intense interest in what Sherman seemed 
about to do. 

The latter, preoccupied, perhaps unconscious of his 
action, poured out some liquor, shoyed the bottle back 
into the saddle-pocket, walked to the window, and stood 
there, looking out abstractedly, while he sipped his grog. 

From pleasant hope and expectation the expression on 
Breckinridge’s face changed successively to uncertainty, 
disgust ca deep depression, At last his hand sought the 
plug of tobacco, and, with an injured, sorrowful look, he 
cut off another chew. Upon this he ruminated during 
the remainder of the interview, taking litdle part in what 
was said. After silent reflections at the window, Gen- 
eral Sherman bustled back, gathered up his papers and 
said: 

“These terms are too generous, but I must hurry away 
before you make me sign a capitulation. I will submit 
them to the authorities at Washington, and let you hear 
how they are received.” 

With that he bade the assembled officers adieu, took his 
saddlebags upon his arm, and went off as he had come. 
General Johnston took occasion, as they left the house 
and were drawing on their gloves, to ask General Breck- 
inridge how he had been impressed by Sherman. 

“Sherman is a bright man and a man of great force,” 
replied Breckinridge, speaking with deliberation, “but,” 
raising his voice, and with a look of great intensity, 
“General Johnston, General Sherman is a hog. Yes, sir, 
a hog. Did you see him take that drink by himself?’ 

General Johnston tried to assure General Breckin- 
ridge that General Sherman was a royal good fellow, but 
the most absent-minded man in the world. He told him 
that the failure to offer him a drink was the highest com- 
pliment that could have been paid to the masterly argu- 
merits with which he had pressed the Union commander 
to that state of abstraction.

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CADETS AS DANCERS.

“There were 310 cadets this year and they were di- 
vided into four sections, two of these taking their danc- 
ing lesson in the morning, two in the afternoon. They 
are marched into the class and from it under military 
command, and they obey orders given by their dancing 
master just as much to the letter as if they came from 
an officer. First, they are taught the part of the gentle- 
man, then that of the lady, then they dance together, 
taking alternate parts each day.”
